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Hn ^emoriam. 



GEORGE ECER, 

Was bora August 7, 1836. He was edacatedinRottweil, Bllwaogen and 
Ehingen. Entered tbe drug business as an apprentice in Esslingen, Ger- 
man;, and after apprenticeship clerked in Stuttgart, Germany, and Geneva, 
Switzerland. Came to America in 1S55, locating in Madison, Ind. From 
there he went to Terre Haute, Ind., and then to St. Louis, Mo., after which 
he returned to Europe and attended a term in the University o( Tubingen, 
then returned to Covington, Ky., where he married. In 1863 he located in 
Cincinnati, on Central avenue, near Mohawk bridge. Mr. Eger has more 
than once been elected president of the Cincinnati College of Pharmacy, 
and since its organization has been a continuous devotee to its interests. He 
has often contributed thereto from his private resources and helped the in- 
stitution when assistance was of vital importance. He served every year as 
a member of the lecture Committee, the Examination Committee, or as a 
Trustee, for the past 25 years. Mr. Eger was a prominent member of the 
Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association, being elected ad Vice President, 
in 1891 and 1891 besides serving in many capacities for the welfare of the 
Ohio dru^st;, taking active interest in establishing and maintaining the 
Ohio Pharmacy Law. 

Mr. Eger was likewise a member of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
elation for the past 35 years and frequently contributed bis share ol support 
in advancing American Pharmacy. Mr. Eger was a conspicuous esampte 
of many apothecaries who like their calling, not alone because of material 
returns bat also on account of the unselfish devotion they bear to a cause 
they love. 

Mr. Eger was a preceptor of John Uri Lloyd who, about 1865 spent some 
years in his employ, the object being to learn that part of the prescription 
business peculiar to German pharmacy. 

PHILIP ACKER. 

Born January 28, 1858. Died November 13, 1899. Philip Acker was a 
native of Cincinnati and received his primary education in the public schools 
of that city. He entered pharmacy when a mere boy, working for Dr, 
Krause. In 1874, he moved, with his parents, to Cleveland, where he 
worked successively for Hermann Rave and T. J. Mueller, who not only 
instructed him in pharmacy, but also in Latin. He finally secured a posi- 
tion with W. J. Ranney, at the comer of Pearl and Detroit streets, where he

remained nntil bU death, a period of twenty-five years. In iSSo he matri- 
culated at tbe Philadelphia College of Pbarmacf , but was called back, at 
the end of his first year by the illness and death of Mr. Ranney, whose store 
he managed for the estate and eventually bought. There he conducted a 
fine business, latterly associated with his brother John Aclcer, who survives 

His last illness seized him in the early summer of 1899, and, despite a 
voyage of rest and recuperation, he succumbed on November 13. Pbilip 
Acker was one of nature's noblemen. Of gentle, genial and sympathetic 
disposition, he made, of each acquaintance, an admiring friend, and tbe 
meetings of the O. 5. P. A. seem lonely without our friend. He was de- 
voted to bis calling, indeed it was his close attention to business that caused 
his untimely end — and jet he was never loo busy to aid pharmaceutical 
progress, every movement in thisdirectio'i finding him an ardent supporier. 
He was a member of the A. Ph. A. since 18S9; of the O. S. P. A. since 1S83; 
and at his death was vice president of the Cleveland Pharmaceutical Asso- 
dation and a trustee of the Cleveland School of Pharmacy. 

Nor was his pen idle; he having contributed several atticles to the 
pharmacentical press— notably, a paper read before our association on 

Such a life is one from which all of us may gain inspiration ! 



W. H FLOOD. 

Bom March 15, 1854. Died March i, 1900. Mr, Flood was a native of 
Wheeling, W. Va., but he moved to Steubenville, Ohio, in 1863, where at 
the age ot 14 years, he entered the drug business, as clerk ofTbos. Johnson, 
Jr., tor whom he worked with zeal and fidelity for sIk years. On severing 
hia connection with Mr. Johnson, in March 1S75, he came to Cleveland to 
look for a position as a clerk. Arriving there — ^a youth of but 20, with not 
more than 50 cents in his pocket and without influential friends — within a 
week, he bad bought a drug store and was doing business in his own name. 
He conducted this store, 1403 Woodland avenue, until September, 1898, 
when he gave it into the hands ot his devoted wife, forced to retire by a 
long illness, which terminated fatally, on March i, 1900. He was laid at 
rest in Woodland Cemetery, Cleveland, by his sorrowing friends, who will 
ever hold his memory dear. 

Kr. Plood was a kind-hearted, generous and sociable gentleman, whose 
honorable and just actions ever inspired confidence and respect. He was a 
member of the O. S. P. A. since 1S80, and was an earnest worker in the 
Cleveland Pharmaceutical Association. 
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ERNST SCHUELLER. 

Ernst Schueller was bom in Bayreuth, Bavaria, January 15th, 1837, and 
died in Colnmbus, Ohio, December 3d, 1S99. 

His edacation was begun at the age of five years and continued «t Bay- 
reuth until he waa fifteen. His father being engaged in the drug business 
he apprenticed his son to himself and there laid the foundation for his sub- 
sequent career as an apothecary in America. 

In 1854 the Schneller family moved to this country and located at Cin- 
cinnati. There Bmst Schueller was employed in the drug store of Dowdy 
& Dixon until 1856, when he came to Columbus. He arrived here in Jan- 
uary of that year and was followed by the other members of the family in 

His father established himself in the drug business in a building erected 
by himself where father and son conducted the business together until i86a, 
they removed to the Neil House block remaining there until 1866, when 
they sold out to Huston & Gardner. Soon after that they established the 
Eagle Drugstore at the coiner of High and Rich streets, where Ernst re- 
mained until 1S7S, when he opened a drug store of his own at 381 South 
High street, of which he was proprietor until his death. 

Mr. Schueller was a charter member of the Ohio Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, and also of a number of German societies, and of the Columbus 
Dru^ists' Association of which he was president for two terms. He was an 
accomplished pharmacist, belonging to the school of the older time and 
exceedingly particular as to the quality ot the goods he dispensed and the 
manner ia which the details of lits business was conducted, He had an 
abhorrence of the superficial in bis business, despised shams and makeshifts, 
was plain almost to blnntness but had a kindly disposition and was a staunch 
friend. His remains were cremated at Cincinnati on December 5th, 1899.

The meeting was called to order by President DeLang at 
8 o'clock p. m. 

On motioa of Mr. Tobey the reading of the minutes and the 
calling of the roll were dispensed with. 

The president then welcomed the association to Put-in-Bay 
and presented his annual address as follows, Mr. Burkhardt being 
in the chair : 



Mr. Chairmaa, Ladies and Gentlemen :

I can assure you that I accept it as a very pleasant duty.

We are now crossing the threshold of the 12nd anniversary of our asso- 
ciation, and I hope that we are entering on it with brighter prospects, and 
greater expectations in the near future. Snrely all signs are pointing in 
that direction. 

In all of onr states a higher standing of our profession is being fostered, 
higher education demanded for the coming candidate of the mortar and 
pestle.

New pharmacy laws to regulate all kinds of Bhortcomin^ and for the 
promotion of professional and trade interests. 

I am proud to sa; that tlie Ohio State Pharmacentical AB80ci«.tion tau 
not been backward in bringing the state of Ohio most promiDcntly to the 
front. Our association has since its oi^anization always shown itself as one 
of the leading associations of this conntry. When you took back over the 
roster and see the names of the worthy men who have represented this 
august body in the past, yon may well feel proud of having been their 



How well I remember yonr first president Dr. J, P. Judge, a man who 
stood high in the estimation of his fellowmen, high in educational circles, a 
teacher for years in the Cincinnati colleges, pharmaceutical and medical, 
a man who gave you what he knew, in words that conid be grasped by all 
of bis hearers, young and old. We honor his memory. 

The beginning of the year 1900 is fully demonstrating the progress that 
has been going on in the last decade. In science, art, litersture, higher 
education, even in tbe arts of war, in which our country has shown such a 
master hand. There surely must be that higher plane for our own profes- 
sion — are we not working to that end? 

There has never been a time in my recollection that has so prominently 
placed our calling before the American people as in the last few years. 
.Laws have been enacted from time to time to keep us figuiatively speaking, 
in the middle of the road. Liquor laws, poison laws, poison label laws, 
pharmacy laws, dairy, food and drug laws, all good, some of them even 
having had reactionary effects, all of which have had a tendency to awaken 
tbat ever obliging, painstaking and long sufFering apothecary to the point 
devolution. Think ofit, the evolution of a pharmacist — he is beginning 
to see that conditions have been gradnally changing in the mercantile line 
of his profession, and to cope with the new methods he must court the mer- 
cantile aide of his profession as well as the professional, it has two sides — 
what question has not. 

This brings us now to tbe movement made to that end. The formation 
of the National Association of Retail Druggists at St. Louis in October, 1898. 
As most of jou know, movements of that kind had been made as far back 
as 1883, when the Campion plan was put on foot by a number of leading 
proprietors — not retailers — to enforce full prices on their preparations, but 
the plan failed for the lack of co-operation. Then came tbe iripariile tgrtt- 
ment, it failed, the Hood plan also failed. Then in 1S93 tbe National 
Wholesale Druggists Association at a meeting in Detroit asked for the co- 
operation of mauufacturers, in selling only r^ularly recognized wholesale 
houses at special prices and discounts, giving the same protection to the 
retailer under the rebate plan, namely, a uniformity of cost. This also 
made no change as the proposition did not receive the co-operation of the 
manufacturers. Two years later, the year of 1S95, the Denver plan was pro- 
posed, and I may say, resUd, until it was taken up by a delegate body of 
retail druggists o( this country at St. Louis in 1S9S. 

Here the first rays of a possible successfut movement was recognized. 
It was the launching of a jnst cause, just, because it was done with honest

inteat to better our condition, and place us in a. position to our constituents 
worthy of their honest support and confidence in our rights as professional 
and business men. 

The crystaliiation of the four letters N. A. R, D. on our banner, how 
much those four letters mean to all of us, I feel assured you fully realize. 
My fellow drugg:ists, the work of the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists is our work, we, the body politic. Our arms of that body must see 
that that body be kept alive for all time to come, for in that life lies our 
future welfare. We are taking no unfair means, nor asking concessions from 
our fellow men that are unjust, we are entitled to our just dues and profits 
-for our honest labor, for what class of men work longer hours for the good 
of all than our own. Shall we countenance men of our own cloth that 
berate us in the public press add. columns— like this — "The People vs. The 
Trust — no premium on rascality — our prices and not trust prices rule. Is it 
not time to call a halt ? Ought we be thus maligned in our efforts to re- 
established fair profits and equity to all concerned? 

I take liberty of quoting a few words from the pen of our worthy friend, 
Thos. V. Wooten, secretary of the N. A. R. D, Clear cut words, showing 
the value of a knowledge of past eETorts, 

" The history of the efforts that have been made by the drug trade to 
prevent slaughtering of prices on proprietary and other goods, and the con- 
sequent ruinous depletion of its revenues, reveals the fact that the lack of 
permanent success of all these movements has been due, either to a failure 
on the part of the three branches of the drug trade to apprehend their inter- 
dependence, or else the inability of one or more of them to comply with the 
conditions necessary to success. The obstacle that has invariably prevented 
the carrying out of the plans agreed upon (it has never been difficult to 
perfect agreements between the manufacturers, Jobbers and retailers) has 
been lack of organization on the part of at least one of the parties to the 
several contracts. This lack of organization has been due to Che indifference 
on the part of the many, and mutual distrust, born of common wrong doing, 
on the part of the few. This homely fact is not an agreeable subject for 
contemplation, but the recognition of it is indispensable to a perfect under- 
standing of tbe failtire of past movements and must not be ignored by him 
who would calculate upon the probabilities of success of the present or any 
future movement having for its otject the conservation of the drug trades 
financial interests, Organiiation means all to us ; may the day not be far 
ofi when we can say that the N, A, R, D, has accomplished the organ- 
ization of 35,000 to 40,000 retail druggists of these United States and 
Canada. We extend a hearty welcome to our Canadian brethren. The 
work so far of the national association has accomplished the banding 
together firmly of a hundred and sixty-eight state and local associations into 
one grand organization. Surely a work creditable in so short a time. 

"When we look at the work done by the great railroad system of this 
country, having worked for the last fifteen years to reach the goal of ridding 
themselves of tbe ticket scalper. If you consider for a moment the power 
of an organization of its magnitude, of having combated an evil in its ranks 
"these many years, ought we to be discouraged in leas than two years, yet 
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we hear of such disgruntled members in our local associations crying why 
have we not accompliahed more." 

Is it not enough to say for the N. A. R. D. that its work to dale has 
brought about the combined efforts of more than sixty of the leading pro- 
prietary houses of this country to take a stand for the retail druggists, 
having seen fit to adopt the recommendations of the three conference com- 
mittees of the respective national associations in session April nth and i2tli 
last at Chicago. One of the recommendations of the N. A. R. D. was, that 
proprietary manufacturers should distribute their goods through regularly 
established drug jobbing houses, such houses as are recognized by the 
pharmacy laws of the various states as distributors of drugs in bulk ; that 
these wholesale distributors should sell only to legitimate retail pharmacists, 
sndi aa are within the contemplation of the several state pharmacy laws. • 

At the last annual meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists Asso- 
ciation the members of that orgenization gave the plan their hearty endorse- 
ment. Recently the proprietary manufacturers, acting individually, have 
ezprested their intention of taking such action aa will protect the reputation 
of their respective products, and to prevent the frauds upon the public, 
practiced by general merchants and unscrupulous keepers of drug stores. 

To give effect to this much needed reform in the conduct of the drug 
business the siity-one manufacturers will each send the following commun- 
ication to a. selected list of wholesale distributors : 

"To houses that we appoint as wholesale distributing agents who do 
not quote or aell our preparations either directly or indirectly, or divide the 
above quantity with another party or parties, or permit our goods to be dis- 
posed of in any way by their salesmen or others at less prices than those 
above stated, a rebate of— per cent, will be allowed. 

" Believing that the sale of our goods to agressive cutters and brokers 
is detrimental not only to our business, but to the retail trade as well, we 
will decline to sell our preparations to any party supplying such cutters or 
brokers, either directly or indirectly, with our goods at any price. 

" Should complaints reach us that parties violate these terms, or we 
have reason to believe that they have done so, we shall exercise our right 
whenever we are satisfied that these terms have been violated, to decline the 
orders of parties who have failed to maintain them." 

The above conditions are imperative, and the violation of them will be 
regarded as an abandonment of the rebate plan by any parties who have 
been acting as our wholesale distributing agents. 

The sentiment contained in the foregoing declaration was first expressed 
by the five New Bngland proprietors, J. C. Ayer Company, C. I, Hood & 
Co., Drs, P. 8. & J. A. Greene, Lydia E- Pinkham Med. Co. and Wells & 
Richardson Company, and has received the prompt and cordial approval of 
fifty-six other leading proprietors of this country. 

Gentlemen, are not these proprietors entitled to our endorsement and 
cooperation of those trade abuses that have for so many years operated 
disastrously for retail druggists? I will here read a ringing message sent 
out a short time ago to the druggists of this country by Simon N. Jones, 
president of the N. A. R. D.: 
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" Dou't atand back at this critical time when the proprietors are doing 
for us all that ne have asked, but come Torward as members, come forward 
with your contribulions of money^ come forward with a willingness to do 
your shnre to the utmost for the N. A. R. I). 

"The usefoloess of the association, its power to bring to a successful 
conclusion the taak underlakeo, is limited only by the industry and fidelity 
of the retailers. If each retailer will do his share there cannot be such a 
thing as failure. We don't want sympathy, we don't want your promise to 
abide by the suggestions or resolutions of the association. We don't want 
yonr quiet acquiescence in everything that is twing done to bring prosperity 
to the business, but we do want your active, earnest support ; He do want 
yonr contribution of the necessary cash either direct or to your association, 
and we do want all this promptly and willingly. It will never be regretted 
by those who follow these requests." 

My fellow members I ask each one of you to constitute yourselves as a 
committee of one to further the work so well begun by your national asso- 
ciation, look after your apathetic neighbor, induce him in turn to look after 
his neighbor, so that an endless chain will be wrought without a weak link, 
then the goal will be won. My whole heart has been in this great move- 
ment, and I truly hope all of you wiLl voice my endorsement of the 
N. A. R. n. 

Before leaving this subject I will call your attention to the work of the 

First. The committee on revenue tfliation. At Washington, April 
2oth, igoo, our national committee, with members of tbe N. W. D. A. and 
Proprietors Association, were granted a hearing before tbe Ways and Means 
Committee, the three delegations numbering nearly one hundred persons. 

Mr. Wooten made the introductory address. In well chosen words he 
laid belore these gentlemen the trade conditions under which the druggists 
of the entire country are doing business. Mr. G. P. Englehard of Chicago 
then followed with a forcible and lengthy argument in favor of the repeal 
of the taxes imposed under Schedule " B " of the war revenue tax. He 
clearly showed the tax to be a discriminating tax, how it fell on all pre- 
pared medicines, also upon whom the tax falls, the retail druggists, making 
it a class legislation. 

Mr. John C. Gallagher, representing the New Jersey Pharmaceutical 
Association and the Jersey City Druggists' Association, Mr. Felix Hirsch- 
man ot the New York Retail Druggists' Association, Mr. R. I. Eads of the 
Indiana Phannaceotical Association, all made forcible appeals for the retail 
druggists. Mr. O. W. Clark spoke in behalf of the manufacturing drug- 
gists. Many questions were asked by the gentlemen of the Ways and 
Means Committee and all were ably answered. The heariug closed with a 
brief argument by Representative Boutell of Illinois, the author of the 
pending bill for the repeal of the taxes of Schedule " B." I hope Mr. 
Boutell will excuse the liberty I take in giving yon an outline of his speech, 
as I know it is of great interest to all of us. He said " that the Secretary -of 
tbe Treasury estimates a surplus for the year of $70,000,000, and for next 
year 183,000,000. We are now, therefore, face to face with thrte ueetions: 
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" First ; Is it wise or necessary to modifj or repeal this act ? 

" Second : Wbat changes sbould be made? 

"Third: ir the act is to lie modified, sboald we make other articles 

taxable? 

"These questions should be carefully considered, for the time has come 
when the people we all represent demand relief from this extraordinary tax. 
This law was hurriedly drafted, and if it is to be modi&ed as I believe it 
should be, we should alter it where the fiiction is greatest in Schedule ' B.' 
Especially in view of the remarkable rulings of the Internal Revenue 
I>epartment. The law-makers certainly never intended that paregoric, 
arnica and antiseptic cotton should bear any portion of this tax. I hope 
and believe that the committee will give early attention to this matter, and 
grant this great trade the relief which it has justly demanded. There are 
two questions that may well be considered by every senator and representa- 
tive in the ligbt of the fact that every little community has its druggist, and 
that all basiness men are compelled to pay stamp taxes the government 
does not need at present." 

The prospect of success I hope is fair, nevertheless Secretary Wooten 
lias not slackened his eSbrts to arouse the general support of all the 
affiliated associations, and those individual members that are in touch with 
their representatives, bespeaking their infiuence and support for the meas- 
ure. I will ask the same of each one of you, wherever and whenever you 
can use your influence for the repeal of the revenue war tax (that has ceased 
to be a war tax) do not fail in your duty. 

The committee on patent and trade mark laws that was appointed at 
the last meeting of the N. A. R. D.. that body passed the following 
resolutions : 

" Resolved, That it be the sense of this convention that no imported 
product should be accorded a greater measure of legal recognition by the 
government of the United States thsn such product is accorded by the 
country of its origin." 

The chairman of this committee, Mr, John C. Gallagher, Jersey City, 
N. J., and his committee have been actively at work. Their first meeting 
was held in Chicago March Sth with the commissioners apoointeil by Presi- 
dent McKinley. The N. A. R. D. representatives were Messrs. Ebert. 
Bodeman, Bnglehardt and Wooten. Our claims were forcibly arged upon 
the commission as being of such a nature that justice and equity demanded 
that remedial legislatiou be applied to the present trade mark and 
patent laws. 

I bere wish to emphasize how much tbe word organization means to 
our profession, for what power can we ever expect to wield without an 
organized body. We have organized under the banner of the N. A. R. D. 
and I now ask of yon to make it your first and last duty to never allow it to 
disband. May success crown all our efforts. 

I^eaving the mercantile side of our profession I will now call your 
attention to the various movements that interest our calling. 

First, the Pharniacopceia Revision Congress of 1900, held in May, at 
Washington. Our association was ably represented by our committer on 
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pharmacopceia revision, comprised of Prof. Theo. D. Wetteratroem, chair- 
man. Prof. Beal, Prof. Kaoffman and Mr. C. G. Merrell. Vour' commit tee 
will report tbe deliberations to you during this meeting, and I know you 
will approve its efforts in tbe line of work adopted. 

The Ohio pharmacy law has again been up before our State legislative 
body tor revision. The legislature on March 27, 1900, made the following 
changes in Section No. 4405, to-wit : After bicarbonate of soda add quinine, 
rochelle salt, epsom salt, alum, gum camphor, oil cinnamon and oil lemon. 
.After the clause, "with the name of the aiticle and direction for its use on 
each box or bottle," add the following: "nor prohibit any person from 
selling paris green when put up in bottles or boxes, bearing the name of 
legally registered pharmacist or wholesale dealer, and labeled as required 
by section 4364 54 of the revised statutes. 

You will clearly see that these changes have not been fostered not 
specially made in behalf of the retail druggists of this state, but for trades- 
men of whom the state requires no professional standing, examination, 
registration, certificate or license fee, but it is claimed that the precautions 
and restrictions taken and placed against the retail druggist are for his 
good and the safety of the public, he holding the lives of the masses in the 
palm of bis hand. Truly yours is an honorable calling when such obliga- 
tions and responsibilities are placed in our keeping, are we not entitled to 
a liberal consideration. 

During tbe session of the 74th General Assembly Dr. Frank W. Hendly 
of Cincinnati introduced a substitute to House Bill No. 739, to supplement 
Section 6957 of theRevi3edStatutesofOhio,by adding thereto Section 69573. 

" Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 

" Section 1. That Section 6957 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio be sup- 
plemented by Section 6957a, as follows ; Section 6gsja. Whoever shall 
refill, repeat or reuew any prescription containing cocaine or morphine 
sulph., except upon written order of a registered physician directing such 
refilling, repetition or renewal (provided that authority to refill, I'epeet or 
renew may be written in the original prescription! or whoever except on an 
original prescription, actually signed and dated by a registered physician, 
shall sell or give away any quantity of cocaine or morphine sulph., shall be 
fined not more than two hundred nor less than twenty dollars. 

" Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be ia force from and after its 
passage." 

This bill passed the house but failed to be voted on in the senate before 
the session closed, which of course was regretted very much by the mover 
of the bill and a great many prominent physicians and druggists. 

To you, I wish to recommend a reform of this crying evil, one. that 
cannot be too strongly endorsed by our association. 
. . First. That at the next general assembly that this association will take 
the lead in the movement, and a new bill like the one of Dr. Hendly, brought 
forrrard and pushed through. 

Ip the meantime I will ask this association to go on record in con- 
deintiilig.and if possible mitigate the promiscuous sale of cocaine, morphin^, 
cod^iaand other narcotics. The pernicious evil is growing from day to., day 
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in all targe cities, and I have no doubt but that our Tellow uienibers from 
smaller towns have like demands for those drugs. Laws have been and are 
continually being enacted to curtail the sale of intoxicaiiog liquors, as if 
they were tbe only bane of existence to the bumHn race, how well you know 
the liquor is the lesser of the two evils, I ask the druggists to enact a law 
unto themselves, a moral laiv, by the observance of which they will do 
honor to themselves, and elevate the moral condition of their fellow beings. 

I do not for a moment claim that members of our association are guilty 
of this trafSc, but thetrafiic is carried on throughout the country and ought 
to be condemned by all upright men. 

Legislative laws ar no laws. I again ask you to place our association 
on record as condemning and discountenancing the sale of aforesaid drugs, 
without a physician's prescription, l/ieii we will do unto others as we wish 
to be done by. 

Von have of course heard of the rx>ve House Bill No. iir. To regulate 
the practice of medicines iii the state of Ohio. 

At tbe first reading of the text of this bill, you would have naturally 
inferred that it was not intended for the retail druggist. 

I have from good authority that the author of the bill di<l not have the 
druggist in mind when he wrote that section, which reads -or who shall 
prescribe direct or recommend for the use of any person any drug or medi- 
cine, appliance, application, operation or treatment of whatever nature, for 
the cure or relief, etc. — You will see that this clause was so far reaching, 
that the druggist would have conie under the law in his every day business 
with his local trade, by recommeDding simple household remedies. We 
have to thank our Columbus bretberu for having taken up thia pait of the 
bill with Mr. Love, and had him modify it so to read — "or who shall pre- 
scribe or who shall recommend for a/ee for like use any drug or njedicine, 
etc," The words _/ijr a fee changed the application of the bill for our 
protection. 

I have been requested to bring before this association for consideration 
a change in section 4409 of our pharmacy law. There exists a feeling among 
some of our members that the rulings of this section is not to the advantage 
of tbe proprietor, they claiming that that part of the section, virtually 
keeping young men from coming into our state from those states not recog- 
nizing onr state board certificates, unless they shoald be willing to subject 
themselves to another eiaminalion. Having passed an examination in their 
own state they naturally feel that the certificate that they hold from their 
state should entitle them to recognition in every other state where boards 
of pharmacy exist. Such being the feeling, they do not migrate but remain 
in one place to the detriment it ia claimed of the proprietors of drug stores, 
he being the one that is subjected the most to that one great problem — good 
and efficient help, not always being able to get in his own state what he 

Now as section 4409 is very explicit and very properly places in the 
hands of the board of Pharmacy the authority to accept or reject the regis- 
tration certificate of other states. Naturally certain restrictions are placed 
about tbe board in order that the high character of pharmacy may be main- 
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tained in the adiiiittiDg into our state druggists of other states witbout exam- 
ination but upon the certificate of thestale from which they come. When- 
ever, in the opinion of the O. S. P. A. the time shall arrive when it is Ihonght 
advisable to put this section into operation, certain rules and regulations 
may be suggested by this body for the guidance of the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy. I would suggest that the secretary of the board correspond 
with the secretaries of boards of other states with the object in view of 
bringing about an affiliation. I also will suggest that this body adopt a 
resolnCiou embodying the suggestions of a rule that affiliating states shall at 
such examination eifchange examining papers, together with the list of 
names of those passed at that examination, that the date of the examination 
appear on the certificate together with the number. These sets of examin- 
ination papers and lists can be placed on file in th^ office of the secretary of 
the Board. 

When an application for registration in our state is made by a registered 
pharmacist from Hu affiliating state, the secretary of the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy can soon inform himself or the board as to the character of the 
examination as well as the average standing midei which the applicant 
received his certificate. This I believe would have a tendency to overcome, 
what some claim a Chinese wall. 

I wish to express my appreciation as well as that of the members of the 
Academy of Pharmacy of Cincinnati, for the action taken by the board of 
pharmacy in defining the position of an assistant pharmacist. 

The boaid is of the opinion : 

1. That every pharmacy or retail drugstore should be under the con- 
stant supervision of a registered pharmacist whose time and attention should 
be given to the care and management of the particular alore of which he is 
supervisor. He cannot properly do this in the meaning of the law, by devot- 
ing part of his time to another store, or in following another occupation or 

2. A registered pharmacist who does not employ a person who is 
registered as a pharmacist, or as an assistant pharmacist, desiring relief 
from his store, should employ a registered, pharmacist for such relief and 
not a registere<l assistant pharmacist. 

3. A registered pharmacist who is detaineil from the store by illness or 
other absence for a week or longer, should not leave his store in charge of 
a registered assistant, but should use all proper diligence in employing a 
registered pharmacist to remain therein during the period of his detention. 

4. .\ registered pharmacist may leave his store in charge of a registered 
assistant pharmacist during bis absence at meals, during the evening he is 
off duty, and during the time he is absent from the store attending to duties 
pertaining to the proper conduct of its business. If lie leaves for a vacation 
for one or more weeks he should employ a registered phanuacist during his 

5. The board of pharmacy should not be exjiected to notify any person 
to desist from violating the law, tor the reason that almost without excep- 
tion persons so violating it are well aware of the fact, and only hope to 
escape detection through the ignorance of the persons charged with enforc- 
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ing the law. The method of notification has been fairly tried by this board 
in the past and found to be very un5iti3factory so far as it secured voluntary 
compliance with the requirements of the law. 

6. Your committee will bear in mind that the difficulties of enforcing 
any law with perfect equity are very great, and require the highest type of 
wisdom and discretion to do so. What might be a proper course to pursue 
in some cases would perhaps be unwise to others. The circumstances con- 
nected with any case should be carefully weighed and acted upon in a 
judicial spirit, and any law which is not enforced in this manner has no 
good reason for its existence. 

7. The persons engaged in the retail drug business in Ohio, who are 
registered according to law, have it in their power to assist the board of 
pharmacy very materially in the full and proper enforcement of the phar- 
macy law, and any difference of opinion between the two as to methods 
should be frankly and fairly discussed with perfect harmony and in good 
faith. 

THK MODEL PHARMACV LAW. 

The draft of a pharmacy law drawn up by our worthy member, 
Prof. Beal, was duly considered by the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion at the meeting held in Richmond, Va. 

The law is truly a model law, and should be well studied by all 
interested. 

The various state pharmacy laws may be so amended as to make the 
tnodel of general application. 

I will ask our association to give it their hearty endorsement. 

Senate Rill No. 182, known as the MiddUton Bill, passed at the last 
session. I will make no comment on it, only wish to call your attention to 
it, aa it is said to have some dangerons features in it that may compromise 
the unsuspecting druggists. 

Among the papers and queries presented at last year's session was one 
by Mr. Theo. D. Wetterstroem of Cincinnati on registration of poisons. Its 
principal bearing was on a case of poisoning fay rough on rats with a report 
of a verdict by Coroner J^uia Schwab. 

Your attention is called to this again, as it is of interest to all retailers 
at the present time, a suit having been entered in the Supreme Court for 
$15,000 damages against John H. Linneman, corner Chapel and Park 
avenue, Cincinnati. 

It is alleged by the plaintiff that the drug was poisonous, and was sold 
in violation of the law tor three reasons ; 

First, that the purchaser was a minor ; 

Secondly, that the sale was made without an order or prescription, and 

Thirdly, that the sale was not registered. 

It this case is carried through the courts it will be of special interest, 
as it will be a test of the Poison Law and Poison Label Law, the manufac- 
turers having fully complied with the poison and label laws of the state. 

As you know rough on rats can be bought from any general dealer 
who wishes to keep it in stock, also from many grocers, who sell it without 
registration or ar 
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111 a recent Drug Review lUe editor comments : " If there is any class 
of persons which stands in the martyr category, it is that to which phBrnia- 

People sell lireiimis who don't know whether gunpowder is a poison 

Doctors diagnose appendecitis out of cherry pit season, and grocers sell 
aoything they can make money on, and the "regulator" don't seem to care. 

When it comes to a pharmacist it is different— New York isjnatnow 
in the lead. 

Pharmacists have been notified that under the recent amendment of the 
law regulating the making of the gunpowder, etc., tbey are ruled out of the 
privilege of charging their own soda fountains, the law applied is as follows : 

"Any person who manufactures gunpowder, liquid or compreFseil air 
or gases, etc., in the neighborhood of living apartments is guilty of felony." 

Gentlemen : I congratulate you on your calling. Legislation ! Legis 
latiou ! if it keeps on making these wonderful strides, I am afraid it will 
legislate us out of business. 

In conclusion allow me to express my thanks for your kind indulgence, 
and hoping that this meeting will be one of profit, as well as pleasure, and 
wilt leave many pleasant memories to us all.

We, the committee appointed by tbe president of this association, have 
examined the books and accounts of tbe treasurer, and hereby certify that 
tbe foregoing is a correct statement of accounts as shown by tbe boots.

On motion of Prof. Kauffmau the treasurer's report was 
accepted, as read, together with the report of the auditing com- 
mittee. 

The secretary then read the report of the Pharmacopceia 
Revision Committee, as follows ; 

REPORT OF THE PHARMACOPOEIA REVISION COMMITTEE. 
Mr. President and Members of the Ohio State Pkarinaceulical Association : 

The eighth decennial convention tor tbe revision of the IT. S. Pharma- 
copoeia met at 3 p. m., May ad, 1900, at the Hotel Raleigh, Washington, D. C. 

Ohio was represented by the State Pharmaceutical Association and by 
two teaching institutions of pharmacy ; namely, tbe Ohio State University 
and the Scio College of Pharmacy. 

Prof. J. H. Beal was named for member of the revision committee of the 
U. S. P., bnt declined in favor ot Prof, G. Kanffman, who failed to get the 
necessary votes to elect, and Ohio is bence not represented on 
committee. 

You are well acquainted with the recommendations to the new revis 
committee ; therefore, this report will be confined to such recommendati< 
in which your delegation took most active part in the interests of the pt 
macistsofObio. 

Your delegates offered the following resolutions : 

ist. That every article in the United States Pharmacopieia that has 
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medicinal value and is used solely for commercial or techoical purposes be 
discarded from the next issue of the Pbarmacopcela. 

jod. Tliat every common nauie and English title of articles used in 
the present U. S. Pharmacopceia that is synonymous for both the medicinal 
and commercial drug be either discarded or so modified as to leave no 
doubt as to what is wanted. 

3rd. Tnat such bypercriljcal and circumstantial requirements for purity, 
quality and strength cif articles of the inatetia medica of the U. S. Pharma- 
copceia be duly considered and so modified if possible as not to be too exact- 
ing on the retail pharmacist. 

In offering the above suggestions your delegation made Ihe following 
statements by way uf explanation : 
Mr. President and Mctnbers of the CoiiventioH : 

"Vonr are all aware that the requirements for purity, quality and 
strength of the various articles named in the I'nited States Pbarmacopcela 
are by statute a law in the state of Ohio, and for any pharmacist to depart 
from these requirements is to commit a criminal offense. 

" Vou are also aware that there are names of articles in the materia 
medica ai the I'nited States Pharmacopceia that are synonymous for both 
the medicinal and commercial drug. For instance muriatii? acid, alum, 
gypsum, ammonia water, etc., are names that are used in the U, S. Phar- 
macopueia, and suggest to the retailer that the commercial article is wanted. 
That we are helil to the vjedicinal purity of these commercial drugs is 
shown in the case of ' State of Ohio vs. Otto Katz, filed Feb. 14th, iSgs, 
charged on docket for selling ammonia water that differed from the required 
standard oi purity laid down in the L'. S. Pharmacopceia.' You will notice 
that the required purity is specific, while the question of strength does not 
enter into the chaise. 

"Gentlemen, I do not know of a single instance in which ammonia water 
is ever sold over the counter for any otter purpose except as a commercial or 
technical drug, and yet because this ammonia water contained some chlor- 
ides and sulphates, which made no difference for the purpose it is always 
sold, the defendaiLt pleaded guilty and was lined the minimum costs, {37.50, 
rather than be found guilty and pay the maximum fine of (100.00 and 30 
days in the workhouse. 

" I merely cite this case to show you what has happened in our state, 
and, should you gentlemen think this subject of sufficient importance, I 
win bring forward other specific cases wherein the too strict enforcement of 
the law to the letter of the U. S. Pharmacopceia has caused great hardships 
ill our state. 

" We had attempted to find relief in our own state by passing an amend- 
ment to the food and drug law recognising commercial drugs, but after con- 
siderable loss of time and expense we failed, but succeeded only in bringing 
down upon the devoted heads of the committee in charge the enmity and 
spile of the former food commissioner. 

" We have therefore bided our time and are here today to strike at the 
root of our troubles and offer the above suggestions seriatim. 

"There should he no objection to the first suggestion, for the Pbanua- 
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copoeia is a book of the titaUria medica emplojed as curative agents in 
medicine and is no place for commercial druf^s. 

" In offering the second suggestion, by using the word ' purified,' you 
will not be causing any precedent, for I cite to you the fact that in the 1880 
U. S. Pharmacopoeia the name ' cotton ' stood alone, and from tlie descrip 
tive re<iuirement9 the purified was evidently meant ; but this name was 
changed in the 1890 U. S. Fbarmacopcela to ' purified cotton,' for the evident 
purpose to more completely distinguish it from the commercial article. 

"The retiring revision committee has anticipated our wishes in the 
third suggestion by its recommendation on the purity and strength of phar- 
macopceial articles, and hence I do not ask any action on this suggestion, 
but will simply say that it is my honest belief that when the members of the 
revision committee of i8go were preparing the present U. S. Pharmacopceia 
they did not know they were framioga penal code for the retail pharma- 
cists of the state of Ohio." 

Mr. C, G. Merrell endorsed the suggestions and slated that we did not 
wish it inferred that the Ohio pharmacist wanted the standard for purity 
and strength of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia lowered, for the Ohio pharmacist 
wants as high a standard as is consistent with the very best grades of drugs 
and their preparations on the market, and these suggestions are merely 
given to prevent any further persecution on such technicalities as exist in 
the present U. S. Pharmacopceia. 

Professor Herman Lohman of New Jersey then spoke in our behalf and 
thought it proper that the other states should come to the assistance of their 
sister state, which seemed to be almost alone in having a law based on the 
U. S. Pharmacopceia and the consequent troubles by its too strict enforce- 
ment. The feeling displayed by the gentleman from New Jersey and by 
Professors Ryan, from Pennsylvania, and A. B. Prescott, from Michigan, 
showed that the Ohio pharmacist held a very warm place in the hearts of 
the delegates from the other states represented. The resolutions then 
passed without further debate. 

It is tbe opinion of your delegates that the problem of " Commercial 
Drugs" and "Material Difference," so actively but unsuccessfully advo- 
cated before the Ohio Senate Revision Committee by the retailer some 
years ago, is solved 

That we will no longer be held liable for the quality of the plaster paris, 
crude carbolic acid, etc., that are used for technical purposes only, 

That when an article of the U. S. P. quality is wanted the name puri- 
fied or its equivalent must be prefixed, as in ' Purified Ammonia Water,' 
'Purified Sulphuric Acid,' etc., and the retailer will then know that the 
chemical or medicinal pure article is wanted and not the commercial. 

Your delegates can assure you that the limits of purity and strength 
will b<: so revised and allowances made towards "unavoidable innocuous 
impurities or variations, due to the particular source or mode of preparation 
or to the keeping qualities of the several articles " of the next U. S. Phar- 
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The president: This is certainly an able report by the men 
that had this work of our committee, who were thoroughly in 
earnest in their work, and thoroughly in earnest in their desire 
to do something for the druggists of the state of Ohio. We also 
had a letter here which I think it would be well to have read in 
this connection, firom Chas. G- Merrell, who expected to be here 
as one of the committee, but who found, at the last moment, that 
he would be unable to attend. I will ask the secretary to kindly 
read it. 

The secretary read the following letter:

My Deak Mr. DbLanG : I am exceedingly sorry to disappoint you, 
but have to advise that owing to an indisposition I have been so far ttirown 
back in my work that I will not be able to leave as intended. I should 
have liked very much to have faeen present and discussed some of the 
matters which will come up before the association, especially in connection 
with the report of the committee of which I had the honor to be a member. 
In connection with this report, I would like especially to call attention to 
the assistance rendered by a former Cincinnatian, Prof. Lohman, now of 
New Jersey. While the success of the measures introduced by your com- 
mittee was mostly due to the able management of Mr. Wetterstroem, I feel 
Ihat the influence of Prof. Lohman as an outsider and diainteresttd party 
lent considerable weight to our arguments before the convention. I should 
he glad to learn that If it is consistent with your views that a vote of thanks 
be sent to Prof. Lohman for his earnest speech in support of the Ohi? reso- 
lutions.

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KaufFman. Mr. Kauffman will you kindly enlighten your friends 
on what you heard and saw there ? 

Prof- KaufTman ; Mr. President and gentlemen. 1 did not 
expect to be called upon to make any sort of a report of that con- 
vention, and I don't know that I can supplement the very able 
report in any way. I can possibly give you some information in 
regard to the make-up of the convention which may be interesting. 
I would say that the convention itself was one of the most 
remarkable gatherings that I have ever seen. It was made up 
of the shining lights in pharmacy from all over this country, as 
well as the leading members of the medical profession, and was, 
in reality, a very remarkable gathering. I don't think I ever 
saw a convention of such a large number, where good common 
sense seemed to prevail to such ao extent. There were a number 
of attempts to stampede the convention in favor of certain half- 
way proprietary medicines, etc., and in Javor of the admission of 
antiseptic serums, etc., but they all failed, and failed absolutely. 
They got very little support. The only thing which we of Ohio 
regret most, is the fact that we were not represented on the com- 
mittee of revision ; and that is due to the fact that there was no 
one present who seemed to have the time or have very much at 
heart the purpose of becoming a member of that committee. To 
be a member of that committee does require a great deal of sac- 
rifice on the part of the member. He must devote a great deal of 
his time to the work, and while his expenses are of course met, 
that does not by any means cover his contribution ; and there 
was no one present who felt that they could afford to devote the 
time required- 
Prof. Beal was approached, and very earnestly urged to 
accept the position — that is, by the Ohio members — hut he would 
not consent; and while my name was put forward as a member 
of the convention, I did not wish it and made no effort for it, and 
I think if I had been elected I should have been compelled to 
decline, because of the magnitude pf the work. 

The convention was very nicely entertained by the resident 
members of Washington. I have forgotten the name of the 
gentleman who gave us an entertainment at his house — a gentle- 
man who has a very handsome residence, adorned with a number 
of very fine paintings and works of art. which were much enjoyed 
by. the members. We, were given, also, a trip down the Potomac, 
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We went to Mount Venioii, and were shown over the old Wash- 
ington estate; and after the visit there we were taken across the 
river to a very noted resort and given a dinner, which I assure 
you, was most enjoyable. That event closed the convention, and 
from there most of the members went on to Richmond. 

The President: I thank you on behalf of the association for 
these few remarks. I know they were enjoyed, and it shows 
really what the status of the convention was. 

Prof, Kauffman: I would say one thing more in regard to 
that convention. A thing which was remarkable in the history 
of the convention wa.s, that it was in the control of the pharma- 
cists. They were in the majority, had the most able speakers, 
and simply ruled, and not the doctors. 

The President: That is a credit to the pharmacists of the 
United States. For years before that, if I am correctly informed, 
the medical profession really had the lead and had the most 
weighty part of the work to do. 

Mr. Chas. Freericks: Wouldn't it be in order to act upon 
Mr. Merrell's suggestion in rendering a vote of thanks to Mr. 
I.ohman , of New Jersey, who so ably seconded the efforts of the 
Ohio delegation ? If such would be in order, I will offer the 
motion. And that the secretary notify him; that is understood. 

Motion seconded. 

The President: It is not necessary to vote on that, then; 
we will turn that over to the secretary — that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to Prof. Lohman for his kind assistance to our committee, 
as an old Ohio man. 

The President: I will call now on Mr. Ogier for the report 
of the committee on course of study in colleges of pharmacy. 

Mr. Ogier: I have no report, because I didn't know what 
sort of a report to make. It is unfortunate that I have been 
chairman of that committee for I think at least three years or 
about that, and in consultation with some of the members of that 
committee I have said, " what shall we do?" They have said 
" there isn't anything we can do." It is well known that we. a 
number of years ago, fixed a standard to which we hoped the col- 
leges of pharmacy in the state of Ohio, which were somewhat 
indirectly amenable to this organization, should approximate. 
Two years ago at our meeting I called upon all the members and 
representatives of the schools of pharmacy who were present at 
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that iiieetiiig, for report as to whether or not their schools had 
conformed to the standard fixed by the state association, to which 
we hoped the colleges of pharmacy in the state of Ohio would 
conform. The report was made upon the floor of this association, 
and the report from each representative was that such require- 
ment had been exceeded in all the schools; and I have no donbt 
that the schools of pharmacy in Ohio to-day are further advanced 
than they were two years ago. If we are exceeding the standard 
set down by the state association in all owr schools — and I have 
no doubt of that. — I don't know of anything that the committee 
can do. Consequently, I have no report. I don't believe in 
placing things of this kind in the hands of a committee, and have 
the chairman of the committee come up to the association and say 
that he has done nothing and has no report; but if any person 
connected with this organization will suggest what a committee 
of this kind ought to do under such circumstances, and I should 
be unfortunate enough to be a member of that committee another 
year, I would be very glad to bring in a report in accordance 
with such suggestion. 

But that is the status. I don't believe there is a college in 
Ohio but what is today exceeding the requirement prescribed by 
the state association, and in that event the committee on educa- 
tion has nothing to do, because the schools are ahead of the 
association and the committee both. If you can consider this a 
report, that is my report. 

The President : Mr. Ogier, I think we will have to accept 
that as a verbal report, which covers the principal points, and I 
think the association will accept that as a report. The point 
made by Mr. Ogier is, as I understand it, that that committee is 
superflous, although I find that it has been on our report year in 
and year out. I have not looked the matter up thoroughly, 
whether a written report has been made every year. 

Mr. Ogier: I believe that that standing committee was 
constituted when there was a suspicion in the minds of some — I 
don't know as I ought to put it that way, but that is the word 
that occurs to my mind — that the schools of pharmacy, perhaps, 
were not having a definite reqilirement, and it was the idea of 
the association to exercise a sort of a fatherly oversight over the 
different schools, in order that we might fix a standard to which 
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we would like to have schools conform. I think that was the 
idea that lead to the constitution of this committee. 

When the standard was Sxed by this association three or 
four years ago, it was in advance of any requirement of any state 
association in the United States. I believe ; and the next year 
after that standard was adopted a report was called for from all 
the representatives of the schools here, and they showed conclu- 
sively that they were exceeding the requirement. Therefore, the 
idea that led to the organization of the committee has been fully 
carried out, and I think that the usefulness of the committee died 
at that time. 

The President : I think that report at that time was given 
at the Columbus meeting, was it not ? 

Mr. Ogier : Yes. 

The President i I think, as I remember, that that was a 
very thorough report, and showed at that time that the colleges 
were exceeding or very nearly up to the point where they were 
efficient. They had not been quite so good before, and I feel 
now that from what I know of some of the colleges, that the 
standing of the colleges of the state of Ohio has been improved 
year after year, that a higher education has been fostered, and 
that the requirement for the better schooling of the students is 
demanded. 

Mr. Ogier : I will say, while we are on this subject, that 
we have Prof. KauflFman here, Prof. Young. Prof. Matson and 
Prof. Ariiy, all representatives of the different schools ; and if 
these gentlemen have anything to add to this I think it would be 
opportune, and I would be very glad to hear any statement that 
they may see fit to make. 

The President : I would be very glad to hear from Prof. 
Young, It is an interesting subject, and one in which we must 
all take an interest, because we desire good, efficient help. The 
better foundation laid for the candidates of the mortar and pestle, 
of course, the better services we get. Prof. Young, will you be 
kind enough to give us a few encouraging remarks ? 

Prof. Young : Mr. Chairman, I don't know of anything 
that I could say that would add to what the secretary of the 
Board of Pharmacy has just given utterance to. I feel that he, as 
secretary of the board, is in position to determine, possibly more 
fully than any other individual in the state of Ohio, what is being 
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accomplished by the various schools in the way of educational 
work. I believe that the present character of the applicants 
before the Board of Pharmacy is showing a higher and a greater 
ability in their line than those we had a few years ago. I believe 
that pharmacy in the state of Ohio in the next few years will 
show the impress of the present work being done by the various 
schools- I know that the school which I represent is exceeding 
the demands laid down by this committee in the hours of work 
that we are requiring of the students ; and from the conversations 
that I have had with the representatives of other schools in the 
slate, I know that they are also exceeding the requirements. I 
believe there is no disposition on the part of any of the schools to 
lower the standard, but rather to exalt it to the limit. 

The President : We are thankful to Prof. Young for the 
remarks given, and would like, as long as we are ou this subject, 
to hear from Prof Arny, The point in question here is, to find 
out at this meeting whether it is necessary to continue the com- 
mittee, and re-appoint it for the next year. 

Prof Amy: I am very glad, Mr. President and gentlemen, 
to talk on this matter at the present time, for the simple reason 
that possible three years ago our Cleveland School of Pharmacy 
may have appeared somewhat in an unfavorable light. I might 
say, ill regard to the resolutions of the association, they were 
perfectly correct from every standpoint, and have certainly con- 
tributed more to improve pharmacy, not only in this state but 
throughout the country, than any similar resolutions which have 
been framed by any organization. 

I will say that at that time, in our school, we were confronted 
by the great difficulty that I have heard mentioned — the same diffi- 
culty that they have in New York and Philadelphia and all of 
the schools in large cities, namely, that our students were all 
working in drug stores; and the question was, whether or not 
their dmg store experience, being made at the same time, should 
not be counted among the hours, in that relationship. Ever since 
I have been connected with the school it has been my effort to 
not only dejure but also de facto have the number of hours of our 
school raised, and I am glad to say that uow our school meets all 
the qualifications which are called for and also the actual number 
of hours. Hence, as I say, I feel that the Cleveland School of 
Pharmacy can stand with all others in regard to not only the 
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instruction but also the actual number of hours. When we come 
to it, the thing resolves itself down into, not the actual amount 
of hours, but what a man knows when he comes out of school; 
and so we always maintained the lact that our standard was as 
high as any other, but now we can say positively that our hours 
are also equal to what the requirements should be. 

In this connection, I am glad to second what Mr. Ogier said 
in regard to this committee. As I understand, since the com- 
mittee was formed, the amendments to the law have made it such 
that the board possesses an executive ability, as it were, in 
regard to the number of years or mouths experience — is it not so? 

Mr. Ogier: Yes. 

Prof. Arny: So, iu other words, it seems to me the entire 
functions of the committee of this association can be thrown onto 
the board of pharmacy; that tlie actual work which was the 
original intention of this committee, is now being done by the 
board of pharmacy, so in that way I should think, in accord with 
Mr. Ogier's idea, that it would be better, possibly, that the 
present committee be dropped. I don't want to .say anything 
which may seem rude, but it seems to me for us professors to get 
up, each year, and give our little "say", is just a little bit like 
advertisement, and, as I say, I think it would be better to have 
the matter, since we have a legal standard and a legal board 
which passes on the requirements of the schools, that this special 
committee of the association might just as well be dropped. 
Others may have some objections, but, as I say, I think it would 
be better that way- 

I am glad to say, as far as our school is concerned, that we 
now have a three years' course, including in all a thousand hours, 
and next year we are going to start a two years course in which 
the student cannot work in a drug store. While, we find, of 
course, that work in a drug store is a matter which i5 satisfactory 
in certain ways, in other ways it detracts from the actual school 
work. In both cases, our school meets all the requirements. 

The President: I thank Prof. Amy on behalf of the associa- 
tion for his remarks. 

Mr. Hopp: I think it would be well to continue that com- 
mittee again, in line with some letters that I have here, aud they 
can do some very good service, particularly as they have raided 
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the Status of pliarniacy in the state, and that will help largely in 
carrying out what is requested in these letters in regard to the 
standing and status of pharmacy iu the United States Marine 
Service- The first communication I received is dated May 12, 
1900.

Ohio: 

My Dear Sir : — While apologizing for the liberty I take in addressiag 
you, I beg to invite attention to the lack of recognition of the profession of 
phiroiacy and pharmacists in the services of the United States, and to stale 
thit the American Pharmaceutical Associatioa is non endeavoring to improve 
the condition of the hospital steward io the Marine Hospital Service, and to 
that end letters are being forwarded from druggists of the country to the pres- 
ident, secretary of the treasury and surgeon general requesting that the title 
"hospital steward" be changed to "senior," " junior " and "assistant phar- 
macists," with pay respectively of Jiioo.oo, J900.00 and {720. 00 per annum, 
with present perquisites and longevity pay and other allowances as pro- 
vided for junior medical officers, and that at least tweaty-five of the corps 
of stewards be appointed to senior grade. 

You may not be familiar with the requirements and duties of the present 
steward, and I will state them briefly. The requirements for admission to 
the service, as taken from the Civil Service Regulations, are ; (r) Thorongh 
physical examination ; iz) graduation from a reputable college of phar- 
macy ; (3) written examination in letter writing, spelling, arithmetic, pen- 
manship, bookkeeping and accounts, chemistry, pharmacy, materia medica; 
to which may be added the subsequent service requirements that the appli- 
cant must be a competent executive, clerical and pharmaceutical man ; a 
typewriter and a disdphnarian. 

While it is impossible to detail the duties of the steward T will enumerate 
such as are prescribed by the regulation of the service, viz ; Supervision of 
the work of the attendants and employees ; supervision of the buildings ; 
daily inspection of buildings, kitcheus, wards and grounds ; instruction of 
attendants in fire drill and general duties ; the purchase of subsistence and 
other supplies and consequent weighing, receiving and issuing of stores ; 
the supervision and inspection of meals aud diet ; the compounding and dis- 
pensing of all medicines prescribed ; the keeping of all records, accounts, 
reports and correspondence pertaining to the management of the stations, 
and the records, care and inventory of all public property. 

In addition to these prescribed duties, the steward is called upon in 
times of epidemic to establish camps, and act as executive officers, quarter- 
masters, commissaries of subsistence and disinfectors. 

As will be seen by the foregoing the hospital steward must be a mau of 
education and intelligence, honesty and energy, to a degree required of few 
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officers now commissioned by ttae president, and jet for his services he 
receives $600.00 per annum for the first three years, {720.00 for the neiit 
two, and after ten years his maximum pay is I864.00, with Do chance of 
promotion or increases in pay ; the medical officer on the contrary, whose 
requirements for admission are very little more rigid, and whose duties are 
not nearly so laborious, receives for the first five years {1600.00, for the next 
five $2300.00, and with regular increases and promotion until the pay 
reaches $3500.00, and in addition is allowed the privilege of private practice, 
which often exceeds his pay. 

As your association will soon meet I am writing this in the hope that 
you will bring the matter before them and try to induce your association 
to pass resolutions and petition the president and the secretary of tlie 
treasury in our behalf and to influence as many as possible to write personal 
letters to these gentlemen and the congressman in support of the proposition. 

This is not written for personal reasons but at the instigation of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association and it is only too well recognized that 
advancement of the profession of pharmacy is almost an impossibility with 
the government's present treatment of men in the Navy, Army and Marine 
Hospital Service and when it is considered that we stand alone today in this 
position. The veterinarians of the army who were similarly situated having 
recently been organized into a corps of commissioned officers with a colonel 
at their head. 

Hoping that you will give this matter your earnest consideration and 
assuring you that every effort in our behalf will be appreciated by ourselves 
and the profession at large, I am, sir, your obedient servant,

Dear Sir; The movement which we instituted some lime ago in 
regard to better official recognilition of pharmacists in tbe service of our 
goveniment, has met with considerable success. We are now making a 
most acti^-e campaign in behalf of the pbannacists in the Marine Hospital 
Service. The time is ripe for successful work. Will you promptly write to 
your senators and congressmen, and urge them to iumiecliately call upon 
the president, Mr. Lyman Gage, secretary of the treasury, and particularly 
upon the supervising surgeon general, of the Marine Hospital Service, Dr. 
Walter Wyman, and to insist upon better recognition for the marine hospital 
stewards. 

These gectlenien are required to be good pharmacists, yet are only 
given the title of steward, which smacks too much of the kitchen. They 
are required at the posts of danger where such epidemics as small-pox, yel- 
low fever, cholera, and the bubonic plague, threaten to destroy our people. 
The veterinary surgeon in the army ranks as a first lieutenant, and gets a 
good salary drawn from the taxes of the American public, yet the stewards 
of the Marine Hospital Service, who staud at tbe post of danger, where 
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men are dying of cuutagious diseases, are accorded neither title or pdy in 
keeping with their true character. 

The Marine Hospital Service is supported by a tax on foreign shipping 
coming into the United States ports, and not one dollar of the salaries of the 
marine hospital stewards is paid by the Attteriean people. There is now 
nearly one million dollars surplus to the credit of the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice, and we most earnestly request you to either see in person, or write the 
three above named oliicials, and urge tbat they accord the title of pharma- 
cists, and a salary of {125,00 per month to the marine hospital stewards. 
No legislation is needed for this, only a change of regulations by the Marine 
Hospital Service. The present position of the marine hospital stewards is 
a disgrace to pharmacy, and their lack of proper recognition by our govern- 
ment is bitterly felt by the pharmacists in every town and hamlet in the 
Uniled States, as it is a distinct reflection on our profession. Write one 
good letter, and make some of your family copy it off for all the senators 
and congressmen of your state. Immediate active work by us all will bring 
success, and as you wish to see our profession respected, please take your 
usual active interest in the good cause of pharmaceutical advancetnent. It 
is upon such leaders as yourself that the advance of mo<iern pharmacy 
depends.

If the matter has not as yet been brought before your association, will 
you please bring it up at the next meeting, as we are making a very active 
fight in this direction, and need the co-operation of such influential bodies 
as yours to aid us in the good cause. 

Will you also see that a bill is introduced in your next legislature to 
accord a pharmacist with the rank of llrst lieutenant to each regiment of 
your state troops ? This will be done in many of the states — I hope in alt 
of them.

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Mr. Hopp : I think this is a pretty good matter to place in 
the hands of that committee for another year at least. 

Prof. Amy : May I not ask for information ? Is there not a 
committee on pharmaceutical education already, beside this 
.special committee- I should think all matters of that kind should 
be referred to that committee. 

The President : A committee on pharmaceutical education, 
yes, sir. 

Prof. Amy : I thought there was a regular standing com- 
mittee on pharmaceutical education, and for that reason I won- 
dered whether it was wise to have the two committees practically 
doing the same work. 

The President r I think the suggestion of Prof. Amy is a 
good one, as the committee on pharmaceutical education would 
come really very nearly under the same head as the committee 
on course of study in colleges of pharmacy. There is very little 
difference. 

Prof- Amy : If I am in order ; I don't suppose it is possible 
to commit the incoming president, but I should like to see some 
action taken, that the chairman of the committee on pharma- 
ceutical education next year shall be our honored friend, Mr. 
Ogier ; he has done so well on that matter. 

Mr. Hopp: I think it would be better to leave it in the 
hands of* this present committee. It is a large committee and 
has representatives in nearly all the large cities of the state. Vou 
have to do some personal work, and this committee on pharma- 
ceutical education only has three members as provided for in the 
constitution and by-laws ; and by having this special committee 
to take into consideration the study required by colleges, they 
can bring that in in connection with their report in writing to 
these variou.s men, what they have done. 

Prof. Matson ; I don't believe that the requirements of the 
colleges has anything to do with Mr. Payne's letter. 

Mr- Hopp : Not necessarily with this letter, but it will have 
a great influence, based on what they have accomplished in rais- 
ing the status of pharmacy. 

Prof. Matson : This other committee — that is what it is for 
— to raise the staudard of pharmaceutical education. 

Prof. Amy : If I may be allowed to speak again ; I think 
the question could be much better solved by appointing a coni- 
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mitteeof ten men on the status of the army, navy and marine 
hospital service. It would seem a rather absurd thing for the 
committee on status of schools of pharmacy to write a letter to 
the president of the United States about the marine hospital ser- 
vice- I think it is fully worthy of the dignity of the association 
to have a special committee on that- 

I might say iu connection with this, that I don't know a 
committee of the American Pharmaceutical Association which is 
stronger nor exerting more influence or doing more to raise the 
status of pharmacy, than this special committee of which Dr. 
Payne is chairman, on the status of the army, navy, and marine 
hospital service. There is no getting around the fact that one 
reason why the pharmaci.st stands in a lower position than the 
physician is simply this unjust discrimination which is shown by 
the United States government in favor of the M. D., as against a 
graduate of pharmacy. As Dr. Payne has mentioned many 
times, the work, duties and responsibilities of the stewards of the 
army, navy and marine hospitals, are more severe and trying 
than are those of the surgeons. Vet the surgeons are known as 
officers, and the pharmacist is a nonentity; and I think it would 
be a good precedent for the future state pharmaceutical associa- 
tions, for this association to form a special committee on the status 
of the army, navy and marine hospital service; and I think it 
would do more good than referring the matter to a committee 
which was constituted tor another purpose. I make a motion to 
that effect. 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Hopp: That a committee of nine members be appointed. 

Prof- Kauffman: There is another matter before the con- 
vention, which we are discussing now. I have not had my say 
yet. I think we are getting entirely away from the subject. 
The matter before us now for discussion is this committee on the 
status of colleges of pharmacy. I want to say that I don't agree 
with Mr. Ogier or Prof. Arny in the belief that this committee 
has lost ita usefulness. If I am correct in ray recollection, this i.s 
also a standing committee of the association, is it not ? 

Mr. Hopp: A special committee. 

Prof. Kauffman: I think this is a standing committee; 
otherwise, it would not have been appointed from year to year. 
That comes under the head of standing committees, and a coni- 
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mittee caunot be done away with by a simple vote of the associa- 
tion. There must be due notice in writing, or by motion to that 
effect- I hope such a motion will not be made, because I think 
this committee has a useful work still before it. While the 
schools of pharmacy of the state may, at the present time be very 
good, and I have no doubt they all are, it does not follow as a 
matter of course that they are going to continue to be very good; 
and this committee is a very proper one to exercise a sort of 
paiental supervision over them ; and even though it has no special 
work to perform at the present time and may not have in the 
immediate future, it is very possible that some very urgent work 
will come before it at almost any time- 
Then there is another thing to which it might direct ils 
attention. It has been stated that the colleges are away ahead 
of the state association now- I do not see any reason why the 
state association caunot "get a move " on itself, so to speak, and 
get up with the colleges. There is something else which the 
committee might do — raise the standard of the state association. 
We were leaders at the time we started this movement ; we have 
fallen behind- Isn't it time that we moved upward ? 

There is still another point which I would bring to the atten- 
tion of the association, and that is the fact that at the meeting of 
the American Association at Richmond, last May, there was 
formed a new association which is going to have some very im- 
portant bearing upon the colleges of this state and upon the work 
of this association. It is a sort of an adjunct to the American 
Association, and is known as the American Conference of Phar- 
maceutical Faculties, They have taken up the work of regula- 
tion, if I may so state, of the colleges of pharmacy of the country : 
and this committee as constituted is very effective to work in 
connection with that association committee, and undoubtedly, if 
they are kept as a standing committee, will be called upon to 
perform some work in that connection. I therefore hope the 
committee will be coutinued- 

A member : When those requirements were adopted several 
years ago, did they contain any definite requirements for the dif- 
ferent degrees ? 

The President : Different degrees in the standing of college 
teaching, doctor of pharmacy, etc, — I don't believe they have. 
There is only one college in the stale that I think has adopted 
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this limit, and that is the Cincinnati College of Pharmacy- They 
have a bachelor of pharmacy, and a graduate of pharmacy, and 
Mr. Hopp says that Berea, Ohio, has a bachelor of pharmacy. I 
thought that Cincinnati stood alone in that respect. We are very 
aggressive down there in some respects. 

Mr. Hannan : It would seem to me that the arguments 
brought forth by Prof. Kauffman are certainly convincing, and 
ought to satisfy us that that committee should be continued on. 
If it has nothing to do at present it may have something to do in 
the future. In time of peace we should always prepare for war; 
and I believe the matter of discontinuing that committee should 
be dropped, and continue it on as has been done in the past. 

The President : I would be very glad to entertain any re- 
marks on that subject. 

Mr. Weyer : I see this is not one of the standing committees. 
The by-laws only suggest or require committee on trade interests, 
committee on papers and queries, committee on pharmacy laws, 
committee on unofficial formulas, committee on county corre- 
spondence, but I think it is well that this association commit 
itself to some extent in favor of the pharmacists who are doing 
work in the army and navy. I had some experience there myself 
for about two and a half years. I know that we had to do all 
the work, and got none of the honor nor none of the pay. We 
got a little better pay than a private or a corporal ; we received 
$42 a month. 

The President: We are getting away from the main ques- 
tion again. 

Mr. Weyer: I am in favor of continuing this committee; 
and whether we have a special committee, or whether we refer 
this matter to this committee, I think it would be well for this 
association to interest itself to some degree, at least, in the welfare 
of the druggists who are in the army and navy of the United 
States. I merely mention that as my feeling in that direction. 

Mr. Ogier: I think Mr. Weyer is in error. The original 
by-laws provided for certain standing committees. This was con- 
stituted after the publication of the original by-laws — this ar- 
rangement was made for this standing committee, and it holds 
the same relation now as a standing committee, to all the other 
standing committees, 

Mr. Hopp: That was a special committee, as these other 
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committees are here, and I had at the bead of that, "special," 
but I wanted to get that all oti one page and I took the word 
"special" out. 

Mr. Tobey; Mr, President, has there been a motion to 
abandon this committee? 

The President: No, I think not- 

Mr. Tobey: Why not let it stand then, and commence on 
something else. 

Mr. Burkhardt: If there is no motion made in regard totbe 
verbal report of Mr. Ogier, I move that we accept Mr. Ogier's 
report as the report of that committee- 
Motion carried. 

Mr. Chas. Freericks: In reference to the communications 
read by the secretary, do you wish to have any action upon them 
now, and appoint a special committee to work in that way, and, 
if necessary , to take the committee out of the ten or twelve largest 
cities, and appoint one man each in the largest city — a large com- 
mittee to work iu conjunction and try and interest the various 
druggists in the towns or counties, to get an expression of their 
opinion and their assistance in raising the status of the military 
pharmacist, or hospital steward — whatever the poor fellow is 
called. He is not getting enough money for the work he does, 
and if we can help him in any way I think we are only washing 
one hand with the other. It will, in the course of time, reflect 
upon us as well; we will get some of the benefit of it. It will 
take some little time, but the chances are that if the United 
States government recognizes the services of the pharmacist and 
makes him a commissioned officer, it will have some little effect 
in raising the status of the every day pharmacist in town or in 
the country. If we can do that, it is to our own interest. I 
.would make a motion that the president appoint a committee of 
a sufficient number in his judgment, to do this work, as outlined 
by Dr. Payne and the various other communications which we 
have received, say one for each congressional district, and that 
tlie.se communications be referred to that committee. 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Burkhardt: A few words in regard to that communica- 
tion. I received a similar communication from Mr. Payne, about 
the same lime. I called the attention of our local association to 
it, and the secretary was there instructed to write to the president, 
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secretary of the army and navy, to the senators and every one of 
our members of congress from this state, and the communications 
have gone. That is the work of our local association. We have 
had replies from some of them, and they said they would use 
their best efforts to advance the cause, 

Mr. KaufTman: I received a similar communication, and 
Mr. Hannan tells me he also has, and I have no doubt tJiey 
have been pretty generally distributed throughout the state, and 
that the request has been largely complied with from ail over the 
state. - It would seem to me that the work as proposed for this 
committee has already been done, and that all that remains for 
this association to do as a body is to take proper action. 

The President: I think Mr. Kauffman's suggestion is well 
taken, because I think Mr. Payne asks for the endorsement of 
this association while in session. 

Mr. Freericks .■ May I be allowed to withdraw my motion, 
and allow me to make a motion instead to go on record as endorsing 
the workj and that our secretary write to the senators and repre- 
sentatives and to the cabinet ofEcers. 

Mr. Hopp : Have our association adopt a resolution for 
them, and then send that on. 

The President ; That would be the proper course — to adopt 
a resolution. 

Mr. Freericks : That we comply with Dr. Payne's request ; 
let the association go on record and instruct its secretary to com- 
ply with Dr. Payne's request ; that will be all that is necessary, 
as an expression of the association. 

Motion duly carried. 

The committee on president's address then presented its 
report, through Mr. Garrett, chairman, as follows : 

Mr. Weyer in the chair. 
We, your committee on preaidenl's address, beg leave to report that we 
find it bristling full of good recommends tions, and in many points well 
worthy of discussion by this association, a fen of which we call to your par- 
ticular attention a.nd ask for a free and full discussion. 

On that part referring to trademark laws, and also that referring to 
narcotics. We also think this association wonld like to hear from its mem- 
bers their opinion on that pait of the president's address referring to 
interchange of certificates. 

On motion of Prof, Arny it was resolved to discuss the sec- 
tions of the report as they are read. . 
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Mr. Garrelt : The first one was the trade-mark laws. The 
original resolution was that it was the sense of the convention 
that no imported product should be accorded a greater measure 
of legal recognition by the government of the United States than 
such product is accorded by the country of its origin. 

Mr. Chas. Freericks : Discussion on that question is rather 
a difficult thing. It goes into the province of the laws of the 
United Stales — our trade-mark laws. I had a discussion to some 
extent with an attorney upon that point who does that business. 
He told me : " Freericks, you don't know anything about that 
game and how it is worked. The United States of America is 
the only country where a thing of this sort can be worked 
through, protected under a trade-mark, better really than a 
patent or protected by a patent, and it will be maintained in the 
Supreme Court; it is good law ; ;-ou may think that with resoln- 
ttons and time you can change that. You cannot. Yon go up 
against entirely too many millions of money that are tied up in 
the game, and they will take care of their interests, no matter 
how you talk, and if they have 'got to go out into the field and 
electioneer, and get the necessary congressmen to see that their 
game is protected and that their interests are not injured, they 
will do it because their own condition is at stake ; and when it 
comes to a show-down it is only a secondary matter with you 
people. Vou have to pay so much more for every ounce of 
trional or pheuaceiine. Your profit might not be as great as it 
would be otherwise, but you are making a reasonably fair profit 
on it, any how, principally on prescription work, and other 
people who are interested in this thing, and interested deeply, are 
simply bound to stand by the foreign manufacturer, and can pro- 
tect his rights in the United States, and practically only in the 
United States, for their own self-protection. You can make a 
resolution, if you like, but you will not gain anything with them, 
because they will put their cool cash and lawyers' brains against 
your resolution, and if your resolution can beat money and the 
best brains in this country, then your resolution can move heaven, 
mountain^, or anything else." Aud I think it just fits. 

We can discuss it, of course, but it seems as though there 
are some provisions in our trade mark laws, as well as our patent 
laws, which give the manufacturer or inventor a greater return 
for his work than any other countrj' will do. I know Germany 
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will not protect its own manufacturers in the way of phenacetioe, 
6r almost any remedial product- They will do it in machines and 
implements, but they will not in remedial agents, claiming that 
they are a hardship upon the people. But the laws of the United 
States go further. They do give them protection, and if they 
give it to the mau who was smart enough to invent -a good sew- 
ing machine or a good cultivator, whether he be a resideut of the 
United States or a resident ot another country, it hardly looks 
more than fair that if somebody else in the other country was 
smart enough chemist to get up a preparation that will take, and 
sell and be used by the medical profession, and which gives relief 
to humanity for some particular disease better than anything else 
they have got, I think he ought to be protected, and in the long 
run we get it back, any how. 

Mr. Weyer: It is a question whether we should give greater 
protection to other countries than they give to us. 

Mr. Freericks: The question is this: We give protection 
to every one that cannot be protected in their own country; they 
won't protect them over there. It looks unfair on the surface of 
it, it is true. At the same time the laws are such and 
the interests at stake so great, that it is a great question 
whether any kind of discussion or any kind of resolution 
will budge them just the least bit. They cannot afford 
to be budged, because if one thing is changed other people 
will come in, and they are watting. In the active competition 
as it is to-day in almost every line of business all good inven- 
tions will no doubt have imitators, and if one thing is wiped out 
it is simply a question when will the next thing be attacked, and 
they will all join hands to protect any one who has a valid patent 
or a valid trade-mark, in the simple cause of self-preservation; 
and whether our discussion on the subject will do any good, I 
don't know. 

Mr. Weyer: It seems to me the question should be dis- 
cussed as to whether we can do anything. 

The President: I want to say to Mr. Freericks that Mr. 
Gallagher asks the endorsement or co operation of our state asso- 
ciations in this work. It is a work that has been actively pushed ; 
conferences have been had with the commissioners appointed by 
President McKiuley. It is before the people. It is protection of 
Qur own interests; protection of the interests of the manufacturers 
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of this country as well. Phenacetine and those products are 
over-charged in this country. Canada, Mexico, and all those 
countries can buy it for one-third or one-fourth of what we pay 
for it. The people in this country ought to have the same benefit 
that tlfe people of Canada and Mexico have. We here have to 
charge our people at the price of one dollar an ounce for phenace- 
tine, where if we coula buy it for twenty-five cents an ounce, we 
would be able to charge that much less. It is not a mere profit 
to ourselves, but it is the principle of the matter: and the prin- 
ciple rests on this point entirely — that why should a foreign 
patentee be more protected than a patentee in this country ? 

Mr. Freericks sets up one point here, as to Germany not pro- 
tecting their chemists. They do not do that, hut they foster 
their inventive genius. The government spends thousands of 
dollars for inventive genius in medical lines. If a preparation of 
that kind is brought out and therapeutically tested, it is taken to 
the large hospitals, and is tested in all the clinics before it is 
allowed to go to the profession, and the government virtually 
owns that in this way, because it is really taken right out of the 
hands of the chemist and placed in their pharmacopceia with the 
formula of its manufacture, so that you will see the formula of 
phenacetine, trional and all those remedies, in the Prussian phar- 
macopteia, or the German pharmacopceia. In France, also, it 
can be made; it is open. Here in this country if a patentee that 
manufactures a remedy, the government don't bring anything to 
bear on him at all, and our manufacturers could make phenace- 
tine and trional, but our government having this trade-mark law, 
prevents our people making those preparations; so I claim that 
in that respect we really protect the foreign chemists against the 
interests of our own manufacturers here. For if we could make 
those things in our country, why should we buy them in foreign 
countries? It is not the protection of foreign chemists we are 
after. Powers & Weightman, and alt those people, could make 
phenacetine. 

There is a point that Mr. Gallagher has brought out strongly 
to the attention of the commission, that phenacetine and all those 
preparations that have trade-marks patents be taken off, and the 
the preparations be made in this country, because most of their 
formulas are non-secret. I will not say nonsecrety but the 
formula is not secret in their own country. 
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Mr, Byrne: Our idea was to bring this discussion before the 
association, to have this association render aid and assistance to 
the committee of the N- A- R. D. and let them bring it before 
the people, until public opinion will overcome the money power, 
and the brains purchased for illegitimate purposes- 

Mr. Tobey: I believe in America for Americans. This 
thing of protecting the German chemist, I care nothing about. 
We have to protect ourselves. Here is an article like snlfonal; 
we have to pay an exorbitant price, about four times as much as 
the stuff is worth, and when a prescription comes in for sulfonal, 
it takes big doses, and we put It up, and the patient goes away 
feeling that he has been robbed, and we are blamed for charging 
excessive prices. We want to be put in position so that we can 
protect our public and ourselves, and we can make this article 
right here in America and let Germany and other countries go. 

Mr. Freericks : In speaking before I really was under a 
slight misunderstanding, I really did not know that we had 
been asked to co-operate with Mr. Gallagher on this matter. Of 
course this matter has my earnest support in that way, to make 
medical preparations of this kind not pay an exorbitant toll. I 
was in Germany some three years ago and was talking to a phar- 
macist there. We were buying phenacetine in ounces, and pay- 
ing $16 a pound, approximately. I asked him what they paid. 
They paid, approximately, $i.i8 per pound. Of course that is 
unjust and unfair, because it has been plainly shown by the pro- 
ceedings of the government. They have some peculiar laws 
there governing those things that the manufacturer, at the rate 
of $1.18 a pound, makes 50 per cent, profit ; cost him about 59 
cents a pound to make, so I think he was getting a pretty fair 
profit. There is some duty in the United States on those articles, 
I believe. When that duty is paid, and the cost of carriage over 
here, together with the $1.18 as exacted from the German phar- 
macist, I think they make a pretty good thing out of it. 

Antipyrin we paid $1-35 or $1.40 an ounce, for I don't know 
how many years, when it could be bought all over Europe for 
20 cents an ounce, and they still make a good thing out of it. I 
don't want to appear to try to bolster up the manufacture of those 
things, because that is not my object. Whether we can do any- 
thing is a question. If we can go 00 record though, and aid Mr. 
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Gallagher in the work, or the N. A. R. D., I surely do want the 
association to go on record for such purpose. 

Prof- Young : There does not seem to be auy division of 
opinion in regard to this matter, and I move that our secretary 
be instructed to communicate with the secretary of the N. A. R. 
D. , or the secretary of the association to which this refers, ex- 
pressing to him our strong endorsement of the sentiment in his 
communication. 

Motion carried. 

President De Lang then resumed the chair, stating that as 
Prof Feil had just arrived, the consideration of the president's 
address would be suspended and Prof, Feil given leave to present 
his papers. 

Prof. Peil : Tbiugs are so that while I am very anxious to 
attend the meeting, it has been impossible. I ought to apologize 
to the other members of the committee publicly for not having 
asked them in the work, but things have been so peculiar, as my 
friends know, that it has been impossible. We have three papers 
here, and one that is not exactly the right thing, but I should 
like to read it first by myself, because it is something I should 
like to have the association take action on. The second paper, 
by our worthy treasurer, on " What Constitutes a Good Mem- 
ber," and a third paper by Prof. Wetterstroem, of Cincinnati, on 
the alcoholic contents of the best selling patent medicines of the 
present day and the tonics. I should like to read this first paper 
to myself first ; it is something that seems to me to require a little 
action ; it need not be taken at present, but requires a little more 
thought. This paper is entitled "The Next Step." 

The Ohio State Pbartnaceutical Associatioa has a noble record in regard 
to the high and progressive stand it has taken on pharmaceutical education. 
But while the standard demanded or schools, namely, a course of at least 
one thousand hours' duration, is excellent, it is practically of secondary 
value unless there goes with this well-meant recommendation a conditioD 
which will enable the educational institutions to carry out the requirements. 

The pharmacy schools of the state practically demand a grammar school 
certificate as an entrance requirement. Now the questions arise as to the 
exact meaning of this condition and whether it is in itself a sufficient prep- 
aration for a course of the required time length. 

A thorough and efficient grammar school course should enable a pupil 
to write fair elementary English, have some knowledge of United States 
hiatory and descriptive geography, and enoagb of practical arithmetic to 
include square root and simple mensuration. 
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An esperience of nearly fourteen years is teacher in a high school, 
which last year numbered fifty-seven teachers and twenty-one handred and 
thirty scholars, has given me an unusual opportunity to observe the ability 
of grammar school pupils to build on their knowledge and to note the 
amount they are able to hold. Without going into details or quoting from 
the large amount of statistics I have, it may be said that of those who enter 
the high schools, approximately only one-half, or 50 per cent., are reallv 
able to master the higher studies, and only about one-third, or 33 per cent., 
actually complete the course. 

But only two-thirds of those who finish the grammar school course 
enter the high school, and this class usually contains the poorer pupils, in- 
tellectually, and is the one from which most of the drug store boys are 
recruited. 

I believe it is a perfectly safe estimate that not more than one-third of 
this class of boys could possibly do any successful work in high school 
studies. 

Now, as to the ability of these pupils to study physics, chemistry, 
botany and pharmacy, without the two years' preparation which precedes 
these branches (pharmacy excepted) in every good high school, and further- 
more, the ability to study the higher work in these sciences, which requires 
five or six years' preparation in colleges ; this is hardly worth stopping to 
inquire into or arguing; it certainly can not be done thoroughly, and it 
need hardly be added that superficial work is injurious and dangerous. 

In the very nature of the present conditions of pharmacy it is a prac- 
tical impossibility to obtain apprentices who have the necessary educational 
qualifications to intelligently master pharmacy and its allied sciences, but 
the future is still before us, and we must positively, absolutely, elevate 
phannacy, or in the ordinary struggle where only the fittest survive, we 
shall fail. 

Now it is my purpose to indicate how this can be practically accom- 
plished. My proposition is that this association demand that after a period, 
say of two years, no student shall be admitted to any school of pharmacy 
in this state unless be has had at least one year of thorough high school in- 
struction and, after a period of, say anywhere from five to ten years from 
now, at least two years of such instruction. This foundation, with a thor- 
ough and well-balanced one thousand hours' course, is ample for the next 

About one-fourth of the pharmaceutical schools in this country now de- 
mand one year high school instruction as an entrance requirement, so this 
association in adopting the above recommendation, would only be just in 
the front rank ot progress. Incidentally it may be mentioned that many 
medical schools require at present not only a four years' course, but like- 
wise a collegiate degree to enter. 

Now as to the exact meaning of a one-year course in a high school, or 
its equivalent. This should include algebra, Latin and natural science, 
preferably a half-year each of physiology and physical geography, or, as 
zoology is not tai^ht in phannacy schools, this science could additionally 
be advantageonsly studied for one term, that is. about twelve weeks. 
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As to the amount of each branch : For those who must study by them- 
selves with some help, Wentworth's First Steps in Algebra, or any so-called 
grammar school algebra, complete, is sutKcient. It ia, however, far better 
to take the regular first year's high school work in algebra, which includes 
everything through quadratics with one unknown quantity. 

As to Latin, for store or home study, Robinson's Latin Grammar of 
Pharmacy and Medicine and Elements of Latin for Students of Medicine 
and Pharmacy, by Crothers and Bice, are good and thorough books as far 
as they go, bat for the ambitious stndeot two excellent high school books 
are worthy of mention, camely, Collar and Daniell's First Latin Book and 
Tuells and Fowler's First Book in Latin, to be followed, of course, by easier 
portions of Caesar, Cicero and other Latin authors. 

As to natural science, the entire work of Coltou's Descriptive and Ex- 
perimental Physiology is recommended, although Walker's, Hutchinson's 
and other high school physiologies are likewise good. Davis' rhysical 
Geography and Packard's Elementary Zoology are excellent books, though 
"there are others" also good. 

The above outline would mean two years of study outside of school, and 
with such a preparation the pharmacy schools of this state could conscien- 
tionsly give a thousand hours' course with good results. 

Prof. Kauffman : I move that the paper be received and 
referred for publication. In this connection I would like to ask 
where the gentleman is that said that the committee on pharma- 
ceutical education had nothing more to do. 

Prof. Arny : I was just on the point before the professor 
got up of stating that I thought there was a reason for the com- 
mittee on pharmaceutical education, and I think that not only 
should the paper be received and published, but that it should be 
especially commended to the committee on the status of colleges 
of pharmacy, with the request that they endeavor to bring the 
colleges of pharmacy to accepting such requirements. 

Jlotion duly carried. 

Prof. Feil then read the following paper and table by Prof. 
Theo. D. Wetterstroem , of Cincinnati: 
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Prof. Kauffman: Personally, I think the matter ia that 
paper is very interesting, and I was glad to hear it, but I ques- 
tion the advisability of publishing it. And in order to dispose of 
it, I move that it be referred to a committee of three for consider- 
ation as to the advisability of publication. 

Motion duly carried. 

Prof. Young: Before the matter is entirely disposed ot, I 
was just about to offer an amendment that we include Prof- Wet- 
terstroem as one of that committee. 

The President: Mr. Kauffman, will that be acceptable to 
you? 

Prof. Kauffman: It is in the handsofthe president; I didn't 
name any committee. 

The President: I will appoint Mr. Theo. D. Wetterstroem, 
chairman, Chas. Freericks and Robt. Greenland as the committee. 

Prof. Fell then read a paper by Mr. J. H. Von Stein, entitled 
"What Constitutes a Good Member." 

The person I have in view begins to think of the annual meeting of the 
O. S. P. A. as soon as he has completed bis annual invoice and settlement 
the first of the year. He needs no announcement of the meeting, as he 
never loses sight of the association and its interests from one year's end to 
another. 

Bnt when announcement is made he talks meeting to all brother drug- 
gists of his city, trying, hy argument, to convince them that it is to tllejr 
interest to attend the meeting in order to assist their fellow phamiacists in 
battling the many encroachments to their business interests arising daily. 
He also explains to them that they are in need of a few days' vacation for 
recreation. He also talks "meeting" to all the traveling salesmen calling 
on him, keeping in mind the fact that the "drummer" can. and will, do 
the association great measures ot gocni if he sees that his efforts are appre- 

He looks up the uew druggists of his town ; also the pharmacy graduate 
just fresh from school, and urges them to become members of the O. S. P. A. 

When the time arrives for the meeting he will tell his wife lif he has 
one, and if he has not he should have) to pack the grip for two, as she is in 
need of a vacation as well as he, and he knows that the ladies are well 
taken care of at the place of meeting. Upon arrival he finds himself at 
home among the crowd. He knows nearly all the members by name, as he 
never misses a meeting, unless prevented by sickness. 

He steps up to the treasurer's desk the iirst thing and pays his dues, 
" lest he forget," to mildly paraphrase Kipling, and compel the treasurer to 
remind him of his absentmindedness in regard to the association's great 
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essential. Prom the tieaaurei's deak he goes over to the executive com- 
mittee, as he has induced the new druggist and the phannacy graduate to 
become memben or the association. 

He faitbTully attends the sessions, takes part in the debates, is not afraid 
of committee work, and if the tax on his time has not prevented, he has 
also prepared a paper to read to the association. 

When a session has been adjourned and he has noticed that a new 
member has been backward or looked as though he felt lost or son? that he 
had came, he goes up to him, engages him in conversation, locks arms with 
him and introdnces him to as many members as possible. You wilt notice 
a wonderful change in the countenance of the aforesaid modest member. 

Next you will find him with the ladies, making himself agreeable and 
helping them to enjoy themselves, arranging small parties for a walk or 
gathering them together for a musical treat or a game of pedro. In fact he 
is never idle, always looking about to see that the ladies and the new mem- 
bers, as well as the old, are enjoying themselves, to make all leel glad that 
they came to the meeting. 

If, perchance, he meets a kicker he argues the matter of contention so 
thoroughly and adroitly that the said kickee feels ashamed of himself and 
joins in the defease of the association. 

When the meeting is over he packs his grip and bids everybody " good 
by," speaking enthusiastically of the prospects tot neit year's meeting, 
asking one and all to be present, also warning the workers to keep their 
eyes upon the legislature during the winter, if an amendment is offered 
detrimental to the association, and is also always ready for a trip to Colum- 
bus to influence or induce, by argument, to have the legislators vote 
against it. 

And finally when the boat or train leaves everybody is glad to have met 
our good member.

The President : This motion of Mr. Freericks' I don't say 
is out of order, but it don't come in jnst now. This paper is for 
a special prize, and is not a paper for the association, although it 
would be a very good thing to publish it iu our next report as 
one of the special prizes ; we have to hand that paper over to the 
entertainment committee and they will appoint judges to take 
action on it- 

On motion the convention adjourned to 3 o'clock p. m. 
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THIRD SESSION—WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, 
June 20th, 1900. 

The meeting was called to order by the president, at 3:00 
p. m. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

The discussion of the committee's report on the president's 
address was then resumed, Prof. Kauifman in the chair. 

Mr. Garrett : The next recommendation is in regard to the 
bill that was iu the legislature last winter, which was known as 
the Narcotic or Hendly Bill. (The bill was read from the pres- 
ident's address.) 

The Chairman : The committee presents this j)ortioii of the 
president's address to the association for discussion. The propo- 
sition is as to whether or not such a law is desirable- 
Mr. Hopp : I would like to ask Mr. De Lang a question. 
It says prescriptions with morphine. What amount of morphine ? 
There might be a prescription that contained only j'jof a grain 
of morphine to the teaspoon. Is that included? 

Mr. De Lang : The promoter of this law. Dr. Hendly, who 
was connected with and had charge of the Cincinnati hospital for 
a number of years, found that the cocaine habit and the morphine 
habit were growing continually in Cincinnati and the surrounding 
country, so much so that today in Cincinnati there are druggists 
that have cocaine put up in 5 and 10 cent packages, sold over the 
counter ; people play slot machines for cocaine. There is one 
little store. I was told, last month sold $67 worth of cocaine from 
one wholesale house. The lower portion along the river front, 
where a great many colored roustabouts congregate, is where you 
find the greatest evil. 

As to the morphine habit : that. Dr. Hendly said he came in 
contact with to such an extent that he thought legislation ought 
to be enacted to prohibit the promiscuous sale of these narcotics ; 
and he didn't see in what other way it could be done without 
legislation of this kind and introducing a bill of this nature. He 
states diat the principal way of bringing on these evil conditions 
is from the starting point of a physician's prescription — where a 
prescription is given, and the party has it refilled from time 
to time without the knowledge of the doctor. The greatest 
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evil that we find today is this cocaine evil in Cincinnati- Of 
course it is the most demoralizing and the most injurious nar- 
cotic that can be sold, and that is why Dr. Hendly wanted the 
support of this association to endorse it for the next legislature 
to such an extent that we would make the druggists of this state 
feel the responsibility that rests on them in selling these drugs. 
That is the principal point. 

Mr. Hopp : Is there anything in that bill in regard to selling 
patent medicines containing them ? 

Mr. De Lang r No, he didn't touch on that. Dr. Hendly 
felt that a bill drafted in that form would be more likely to 
receive the consideration of the legislature and the senate than 
a bill with all kinds of attachments of patent medicines and 
everything else. 

Prof. Young : I move that this bill, together with the pres- 
ident's recommendation, be referred to the incoming committee 
on legislation, with our strongest endorsement for their bringing 
it before the next legislature. 

Mr. Drackett : I would like to ask if I understood correctly 
that Dr. Hendly believes that a law can be made preventing a 
physician from writing a prescription, and that it cannot be 
refilled without his sanction ? 

Mr. Garrett: No, I don't understand that. He .says that 
can be written in his prescription, to refill. I suppose he can 
limit the number of times that it is to be refilled. 

Mr. Drackett; That is a question, though; if the law is to 
stop the physician from having that prescription refilled, it will 
be impossible to get a law of that kind through, and they are 
only loading the druggists up not only in this state but in other 
states, with laws that are absolutely dead letters upon the statute 
books. 

Mr. Garrett; This expressly says, upon the written order 
of the physician directing such re-filling 

Prof. Arny: In regard to this question of cocaine, I might 
say one thing, and that is this: that we hear the race question in 
the south, but it is safe to say that if the oocaine habit keeps on, 
in ten years from now there will be no race question, for the sim- 
ple reason that the negroes will all be killed off by cocaine. In 
the city of New Orleans I think the cocaine habit, especially 
among the negroes, has reached a greater excess than in any 
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other part of the country, and the point which I wisli to especially 
emphasize is this: that in the city of New Orleans we have one 
of the most notorious cutters in the country, who advertises as a 
friend of the people, and "will sell below cost; don'tlet the drug- 
gists rob you;" and how does he make his profits? He sells on 
an average of $15 to $20 worth of cocaine a day to negroes, in 5 
cent packages. We find in nearly every case there is a colored 
gentleman in the woodpile when we come to investigate this cut- 
rate question. 

There is only one question in regard to that law as it stands 
which I am criticising, and that is, would there be any arrange- 
ment whereby cocaine could be used for scientific purposes? For 
instance, I, as a chemist, if I desired some for investigation, 
would have to get a prescription, according to that, I suppose. 
I merely make that as a suggestion, whether there could be an 
amendment of that kind, for instance, in our prohibition laws as 
we have for the use of alcohol for scientilic purposes, and I won- 
dered whether such a clause could be enacted in that. 

Prof. Beal: I think we all endorse the principle which is 
behind the bill of Dr. Hendly, which is, to restrain the promis- 
cuous selling of narcotics; but the bill as proposed presents two 
objections; one has already been stated by Mr. Hopp, namely. 
that there is no restriction as to the amount, and under that bill 
it would be possible to arrest and convict a man for refilling a 
prescription containing so minute an amount of one of these uar- 
cotics-as to be inappreciable so far as its usual narcotic effects 
were concerned. I don't think that we would approve any 
measure of that kind. Another objection is the fact that the pre- 
scription must be signed by a legally registered physician. Now, 
we know that the people who purchase narcotics, who are habit- 
uated to the use of such drugs, will go to almost any length in 
order to secure their dose. They will forge prescriptions. How 
is the druggist to determine whether or not those prescriptions 
are genuine ? Such cases have been tried more than once — several 
times that I know of, where men have been arrested and prose- 
cuted for filling prescriptions for the sale of liquors, and the same 
rule would apply here, which purported to be the prescriptions of 
physicians, and were recognized by the pharmacist as the pre- 
scription of a physician, when, in fact, it was a forgery. 

In my estimation, therefore, that law, before it has our en- 
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dorsement, should have these two modifications: One providing 
that it should not apply to such cases where the narcotic drug 
was in such small amounts as not to cause its usual narcotic 
effects; and the other, that where the prescription should be by a 
person believed by the pharmacist to be a legally registered phys- 
ician. I think that with those two additions, we could very well 
afford to endorse this legislation- 

I started to prepare an amendment to Prof- Young's motion; 
that this association endorses legislation intended to restrain the 
promiscuous and unrestrained sale of narcotic drugs; provided, 
that the said legislation shall not apply to prescriptions where the 
narcotic drug is prescribed in so small an amount as not to occa- 
sion the usual narcotic effects; and, provided also, that the said 
law shall not apply in the case of prescriptions believed by the 
pharmacist to be th6 prescriptions of legally registered physicians, 
I move that as an amendment. 

Mr. Hopp: I think there is an addition you could make 
there in some way. There are a great many cases, in Cincinnati 
as in Cleveland, of people coming from the smaller towns to 
the larger cities to see specialists and others for consultation ; 
they run the gauntlet with the physicians in their section of 
the country. They give a prescription for some chronic case 
that contains morphine or cocaine, and instruct the patient 
to use it constantly for some time. That is going to work a 
hardship on these people. We have cases of that kind from New 
York. Cleveland people go to New York to see physicians there. 
They come back with prescriptions and written instructions what 
to do, and how long they shall take the same- They cannot 
get a new prescription every time they want it renewed. And 
the Cleveland physician may give an entirely different prescrip- 
tion, because he has diagnosed the cdse differently from what the 
New York man has. That is one thing you have to look after. 
I had a case two years ago, where a urethral injection contained 
75 grains of cocaine to the six-ounce mixture, and it had, I 
think, 2 drachms of sulpho-carbolate of zinc in the same mixture. 
It was used for about a year. Before I put it up I called a 
physician who was a specialist in that line, and got his advice. 
Of course, the sulpho-carbolate of zinc — I threw out the alka- 
loids, and then I filtered out a good deal of the cocaine, and 
the consequence was that the mixture was very weak in cocaine- 
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He kept that up for a year, which he was instructed by 
his physician to do. What would you do in a case of that kind? 
You surely could not compel that man to go to New York each 
time to get the prescription filled. 

Mr. Firmin -. While I don't know the particulars germane 
to this amendment 

Prof. Kaiiffmaii : I heard no second to Prof. Young's motion. 

Mr. Hopp : I second that motion. 

The Chairman : Prof. Beat's amendment is the subject be- 
fore us. 

Mr. Firmin : I wonder if the pharmacists have noticed some- 
thing that I have — that where a physician goes to using cocaine 
himself that he begins to prescribe it more, and as he increases for 
his own use he increases the prescribing. We did have in our 
town a physician who became a cocaine fiend, and before he quit 
he was the only physician in town that prescribed it. We have 
about 25 or 30 physicians, and there was just one of them who 
WTote prescriptions, and he is gone now. (Laughter.) Towards 
the last he got so that the last three months that he practiced, we 
never got a prescription of any kind or for any disease that didn't 
contain some cocaine. The question is, would a physician like 
that ordering cocaine, come under the law ? 

Mr. Hopp ; I had a physician that would come in repeat- 
edly for cocaine, and the boys would tell him the safe was 
locked and the cocaine was all in the safe, I being out of the 
store. Then he would go to a hotel and telephone a prescription 
over for cocaine, and say, "Send it over right away ; they are in 
a hurry for it." We didn't know what he wanted it for, but I 
was satisfied he desired it for his own use- He would come in 
the store, and they would refuse- it, and when he telephoned he 
would write a prescription and send a bell-boy over from the 
hotel. 

Two weeks ago a doctor came into the store and wanted ten 
grains of morphine. The clerk said, "We cannot sell it to you 
without a prescription." He said, "I can get that anywhere 
without a prescription." They said, " You are a stranger to us, 
and you will have to write a prescription." They gave him a 
pad to write a prescription. The young man said, " I cannot fill 
that; that is not written properly; you are no physician." He 
said, " You won't give it to me?" The clerks said " No," and 
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he remarked, " This is the d 1 drug store I ever saw," and 

went out. 

Mr. Tobey i I would like to know if you ever saw a doctor 
who could take a whole bottle of morphine at one dose. I saw 
one eat a whole bottle at one time. 

Prof. Kauffraan: This is getting to be an experienced meet- 
ing. The question before you is Prof, Beal's amendment. 

A member: What is the amendment ? 

Prof. Beal i That this association endorse legislation intended 
to restrain the promiscuous sale of narcotic drugs; provided that 
the said legislation shall not apply to mixtures where the nar- 
cotic drug is present in so small an amount as not to cause the 
usual narcotic effects; and provided, also, that it shall not oper- 
ate to restrain the sale of such drugs upon prescriptions of persons 
believed by the pharmacist to be a legally registered physician. 
It seems to me that covers the ground, and that that is safe 
ground to stand on- 

Prof. Young: I was going to say Mr. Chairman, that the 
latter part of that amendment, it seems to me that it will permit 
of refilling; it is not exactly clear as to what he seeks to restrict- 
The question of the narcotic being present in such small propor- 
tion as not to produce the toxic effect of the drug, to my mind is 
one of the dangerous things that we have to contend with in this 
narcotic question. We have had hundreds of authenticated cases. 
I have no doubt but what nearly every member present can cite 
to some personal instance where they commenced with a small 
amount of the ingredient, and gradually increased it; they don't 
ask the physician to increase it; they ask the druggist to do it. 

I believe that the only absolute safeguard we have in this 
matter is to restrict absolutely the refilling of these narcotic pre- 
scriptions. I could talk to you an hour of the experiences that 
have come under my observation, that have grown directly out 
of the small amount which they originally began to take. Take 
our patent medicines. I have extracted from some of our most 
widely advertised medicines, enough morphine in a single bottle 
to kill a baby. We have authentic cases in the eastern states, 
among the cotton and woolen mills, of whole villages that are 
cocaine fiends; and where did they get it ? They acquired the 
habit from the one per cent, or two per cent- of cocaiue that was 
in the catarrh balm that the}' applied themselves; and finally 
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they stopped using the catarrh balm and found that they could 
go and buy a solution a little bit cheaper, and get a qnicker 
result, 

I am ill thorough sympathy with this question of restricting 
the sale of narcotics in the state of Ohio. We are too prone as 
druggists, to shield ourselves behind the stereotyped excuse that, 
"if I don't sell it, the fellow on the other corner will get that 
nickel that I might make." It is a question that comes to every 
one of us, and if we will deal with our fellow men iu this matter 
as we would have them deal with us or with our family, the next 
generation will not be a generation of cocaine and morphine 
fiends. And I want to go on record as being in favor of the abso- 
lute restriction of the re-filling of such prescriptions. 

Mr. Drackett: I would like to make a short statement in 
regard to what occurred last winter in Kentucky during the legis- 
lative fight down there for the governorship. A bill was intro- 
duced there to absolutely restrict the sale of cocaine and morphine. 
It only passed one house, however. In the city of Lexington a 
store was opened, supposing that that bill would be carried 
through the senate, a physician becoming a partner in the busi- 
ness, their entire stock not amounting to more than $75 or $roo 
worth of drugs, and $650 worth of cocaine, their intention being 
to open up a store simply to sell cocaine on the prescriptions 
written by this physician. If they will start that in Kentucky, 
after passing a law that only such prescriptions as are written by 
physicians can be filled, aren't they going to do the same thing 
in Ohio ? 

Mr. Burkhardt: Are we not loading ourselves with responsi- 
bilities that we can avoid if we have no legislation r' Does it 
benefit us any to have this legislation ? 

Prof. Kauffman: Do you put that to me as a question ? 

Mr. Burkhardt : I don't know. We are continually agi- 
tating laws to burden the druggist ; we get nothing extra for it. 
Why should we encourage taws to put burdens onto us that we 
ought to avoid ? I don't believe that the passage of laws will 
help prevent the sale of these poisons any. As you all say who 
have spoken, they will get these things ; and why should we 
encourage the passage of laws that will put more responsibility 
on us without getting any return for it ? If we would get special 
prices for these things, I would be heartily in favor of it, but we 
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put extra burdens on ourselves and get nothing for it. So I 
think the least said about those laws the better for the druggist. 
The less laws we have the less chances there are to violate those 
laws. 

The Chairman : Before putting the question, I think per- 
haps the president called me to the chair to shut me oflF, 
but I don't propose to be shut off. (Laughter.) I want to say 
that I very much fear legislation of this kind. While I 
deprecate the growing use of narcotics among the people, 
I do not think that the practice is to be reached by any sort of 
law, especially one of this kind. It is simply transferring a 
little bit of the responsibility perhaps from the shoulders of the 
druggist to the physician, and we know that there are some 
bad physicians as there are bad druggists. It is also encourag- 
ing deception on the part of the general public ; and I believe the 
only way to reach this thing is by educating a higher moral sen- 
timent among the druggists themselves. I am much afraid of 
further pharmacy laws. We have enough of them in this state 
now, and as Brother Burkhardt says, we have burdens enough to 
bear, and I do not see that there is much benefit to be derived in 
the direction sought by this law . 

Prof. Beal ; Before the motion is put I would like to call 
attention to the reason for oflFering this amendment- We are 
presented here with a section of a proposed act which was intro- 
duced into the legislature by Dr. Hendly. As I said, the prin- 
ciple of it is all right, but it contains certain objectionable 
features. One is, that it would render us as druggists liable for 
the sale of any quantity of these narcotics, no matter how minute, 
which would certainly be unjust in many cases- Second, that it 
would also render us liable where we had dispensed a mixture in 
good faith, believing it to be the prescription of a physician, when 
it turned out afterwards that it was no prescription of a physician, 
but a forgery by some person who was not a physician. 

My amendment which was oflFered, is not a request to the 
legislature to adopt such legislation, but simply that we indorse 
it provided it can guard against certain things. We have to pro- 
nounce upon this recommendation of the president. We can 
either endorse the law as it was presented, or we can reject it ; 
but if we are going to endorse it in any manner, I hope that we 
will endorse it along the lines suggested by my amendment, in 
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such a way that it will cut of! additional legislative burdens. I 
don't believe in adding to legislation any more than anybody 
else. The amendment is not a request for legislation ; it is sim- 
ply that if such legislation be obtained, that it be properly safe- 
guarded or properly worded so as to safeguard the interests of the 
druggist who acts in good faitli. 

The amendment offered by Prof. Beal wa.9 then put to a vote, 
and adopted. 

The Chairman: The question uow recurs to the original 
motion, as amended. What is your pleasure? Are you ready 
for the question ? I believe that motion was, to refer this matter 
to the legislative committee, with our hearty endorsement; is that 
right. Prof. Young? 

Prof, Young: That is my motion, yes, sir. 

The motion as amended, was duly carried. 

Mr. Garrett: The next section refers to that part of the 
president's address referring to the interchange of certificates of 
registered pharmacists. (That part of the president's address was 
again read.) That is the section that the committee wish to have 
discussed. We would like to discuss this matter of getting it 
before our state board. 

The Chairman: Have the committee made any recommend- 
ation ? 

Mr. Garrett: We did not make any recommendation. 

The Chairman: The section is before you, gentlemen. 

Mr. Hopp: I think it would be wise to amend that section 
— not go so far as President De Lang does in his address, of hav- 
ing the secretary of the board of pharmacy correspond with the 
secretaries of other boards, but just simply take the certificate of 
registration as issued by other state boards on examination, re- 
cognize those certificates in this state on presentation, and issue a 
certificate to that effect, permitting them to register in the state 
of Ohio without another examination. 

This law says the board shall only recognize certificates 
of registration granted by states wherein like recognition is given 
to persons resident of this state and holding certificates from the 
board of pharmacy thereof. According to this law, if Tennessee 
recognizes the board of pharmacy certificates of the state of Ohio, 
Ohio is required to recognize their certificates. It does not say 
that they must be registered by examination there. It says, the 
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board shall only recognize certificates of registration granted by 
states wherein like recognition, etc. I think it would be better 
if they just made that, "the board may recognize" — give them 
the privilege — "may recognize certificates of registration granted 
by other states, where such certificate is obtained by an examina- 
tion." 

Mr. Byrne: Could that be done without a fee, or should a 
fee be attached ? 

Mr. Hopp: Certainly. The idea is thisr I have had drug- 
gists come in to see me, and I have had druggists write me that 
they are having trouble in getting clerks, that they have to pay 
twice as much in the matter of wages that they had to some years 
ago, and they get inferior help. There are a great many in other 
states that would like to come here, who fear and dread the ex- 
amination. They are violating the law if they come into this 
state and practice pharmacy from the time of one examination to 
another. Vou write to a man that he can come to Ohio and can 
practice, and he will have to go before the board next fall. We 
find that he is a little suspicious, thinking that something might 
possibly occur, that he would be arrested or fined, and through 
the fear of another examination he decides not to come. 

I have had persons write me at Cleveland from out of town 
stores who have had men that they could not keep, living near 
Cleveland. They have had applications from out of the state, but 
the only stumbling block was the board of pharmacy question, the 
certificate. They have passed the examination before the state 
boards of pharmacy in the states where they live, but they don't 
care particularly about coming on. If they could come here and 
have their certificate recognized, they would be glad to come. I 
think as the law stands now, we are legislating against the drug- 
gists. We have enough of that. Let us modify this some if we 

I would move that it be the sense of this association that this 
section be amended in such a way as to cover that point, referring 
that to the pharmacy law committee to draft a suitable section. 

Prof. Beal : I think the point is covered in another portion. 
It says each applicant for such registration shall have attained 
the age of twenty-one years, and be registered after examination 
in the state from which he holds his certificate. The standard of 
qualification and requirement as to competency in any state shall 
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be at least as thorough as that established by the board of phar- 
macy Id this state. So he has to be registered by ezamination, 
and our board has to be satisfied. 

Mr. Hopp : But I wanted to do away with other states 
doing likewise. That we recognize the certificate of any other 
state board of pharmacy, regardless of whether they recognize 
Ohio or not. 

Prof. Beal : That we ought to do that ? 

Mr. Hopp : We ought to do that. We would be the first 
to take that step, and I think it would be a good thing. 

Prof. Beal : That would be encouraging pharmacists of 
other states to come into Ohio and discouraging any from going 
out. 

Prof- Amy : I think we are treading on very dangerous 
ground. I have been running a little home study course, myself, 
throughout the southern and western states during the past 
winter, and in that I found that the requirements of the various 
state boards are not the same. I know of one state where the 
examination consists in the fact that the candidate shall go before 
any member of the board and shall have an oral examination. 
Of course, I don't want to say a word against any member of 
that board, but a Northern examination before one member of a 
board may be entirely different from an oral examination before 
another member of the board, and may be totally difierent than 
would be a written examination before ten members of the board. 
As I say, that man in that case might quite likely come here 
with his certificate ; he would hold his certificate by examination, 
marked 90 per cent., and yet quite likely, if he came up before 
the Ohio board he would only make 40. It seems to me that 
any man outside of this state who is afraid to come up before the 
Ohio board is not the kind of pharmacist the Ohio pharmacist 
wants; and I think we had better stay just where we are. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Ogier : I don't believe in any other state than Ohio 
making laws for Ohio pharmacists. We have had men come 
from the Penjisylvania Board of Pharmacy, who claimed to have 
passed the examination in that state, and have passed a pretty 
rigid examination, who fell down utterly before our board. While 
the young men that are graduating from the schools of pharmacy 
in the state of Ohio, if they make the same grades, we ' ' flunk ' ' 
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them, as we ought to do. You can go into the state of West 
Virginia and pass an examination before a single member of the 
board, and he can make the grade anything be pleases. Is it 
right to these young men who are coming before our board and 
making a grade of 75 per cent., to take an outside man and put 
him in competition with those men ? 

There is no approximate standard among the boards of 
pharmacy in the United States as to what shall constitute a 
standard by which men shall be passed, and to say that the state 
of Pennsylvania, or the state of West Virginia, or the state of 
South Carolina, or of Idaho, where they have a county law, shall 
come in here and put their young men in competition with ours ! 
I hope the state association will have more good, sound sense 
than to entertain any such proposition. (Applause.) 

Mr. Firmin : There is jnst one point about that matter that 
I would like to call attention to. I don't know what the practice 
may be in the board. I think any young man who has passed 
an examination successfully before any competent board in the 
United States, will not be afraid to come into Ohio, or to go into 
any other state and pass another examination. I do think, 
however, that where the state board meets only once in every 
four or six months, and a druggist imports a pharmacist regis- 
tered in another slate, whom he believes to be competent, that he 
should not be troubled until the time of the next examination. I 
think that is merely a fair chance. But I am not in favor of 
promiscuous reciprocity in this registration business, because I 
have had the misfortune of having had to go before three boards 
of pharmacy and pass, and I have found that there was no par- 
ticular difference in the examination; that is in the actual re- 
quirements. Of course it would differ merely in matter of form 
and possibly each one was as hard as the other, and perhaps the 
last one harder than the first ; but still I don't think any of us 
who have passed an examiuatiou before a good board is afraid to 
go into any state and try again. 

Prof. Matson: I would like to supplement Prof. Ogier's 
ramarks in regard to West Virginia, as I have had some ex- 
perience there. I will give you an instance there that demon- 
strates this thoroughly. The individual members of the board 
can give an examination. One of the members lived in a town 
that had not over fifty inhabitants, and he was the chief member 
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of the town. When I went over there, he took me to the hotel, 
put me in and gave me 300 questions to answer, and all I lacked 
was a United States dispensatory. When I took it back to liim 
and handed it to him, all I would have had to do was to copy the 
questions and hand them to my friend and he send them to hinii 
and have him pass. That kind of a board is not to be compared 
with the Ohio state board; and I want to have my voice recorded 
here as being strongly opposed to that measure. 

Mr. Hopp: This does not state that the board shall recog- 
nize. It says that they may; they have discretionary power; 
and these boards of pharmacy in other states may have political 
influence, to get appointed. How do you know but that Ohio may 
do the same ? There may be men get on the board of pharmacy 
that can control the complexion of the board, and where are we ? 
We are not any better off than the others. But the board may 
recognize such certificates ; they have the power to accept or 
reject, just as they please, I am surprised at Pennsylvania. 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey or Massachusetts— I think 
we ought to give them some concession. 

Mr. Ogier: If you go to either oue of those states, what 
would yon do? 

Mr. Hopp: I would have lo go before the board and be 
examined; that is all right. 

Mr. Ogier: But you would have a man come here from 
there and register on their certificates. 

Mr. Hopp: I am just talking for the druggists that say they 
are needing help, and that this law is working a hardship to 
them. 

Mr. Schellentrager: I am greatly surprised at my genial 
friend, Mr. Hopp. to take such an extraordinary stand in regard 
to this indiscriminate exchange of certificates. 

Mr. Hopp; There is no indiscriminate change. 

Mr. Schellentrager: I so understood it; probably I may 
have misunderstood it, but I think the majority of the members 
understood you in that way- The question would be here, 
whether the board of pharmacy would desire to be loaded down 
with discretionary power, that the law would necessarily give 
them, or whether they would rather dodge the discretionary 
power. I will ask the secretary of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy 
whether they would like a law framed in that way, giving them 
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discretionary power whether or not to recognize a certificate as 
being of equal value with theirs. 

Mr. Ogier: I do not think such a power ought to be given 
to any board. 

Mr. Schellentrager: Will you kindly state whether the 
present law is satisfactory to your board ? 

Mr. Ogier: I think it is entirely so. 

Mr. Schellentrager: I therefore move that farther discussion 
on this subject be dispensed with. 

Mr. Hopp: It says here that you recognize certificates from 
other states, provided they do the same. How is it about West 
Virginia ? 

Mr. Ogier; We do not recognize West Virginia, 

Mr. Hopp: If the law says you shall, you must. 

Mr. Ogier: It does not say we shall, 

Mr. Hopp: The board shall only recognize certificates, etc., 
it says. 

Mr. Ogier: We shall not recognize certificates from any 
state that don't recognize ours. Suppose West Virginia ■ recog- 
nizes ours; we are not oblige to recognize them under that law, 

Mr. Schellentrager: I repeat my motion, that further dis- 
cussion upon this point be dispensed with. 

Motion carried. 

The chairman : What shall he done now with the president's 
address, as a whole? 

Prof. Young: I move that the report be received and pub- 
lished in our next proceedings. 

Motion seconded. 

Prof- Matson: I would supplement that by giving a vote of 
thanks to the president for his able services in getting it up. 

Amendment accepted, and motion duly carried. 

The report of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy was presented by 
the secretary, Mr. Ogier, as follows: 

ANNUAL REPOKT OF THE OHIO BOARD OP PHARMACY. 

From May iBt. )»»». to May lat. 19)0. 

To the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

Gentlemen : Vou have not received as a body any report from this 
board since the adoption of the new law on April aist, 1S98. 

This neglect can not \x traced to the board for the secretary had a 
report at the annual meeting of 1899, but it was not called for until the final 
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session and at that time both the singer and the song were gone, no doubt 
to the great relief of some of the members who were anxious to get away. 

We will not, therefore, weary you with a lengthy report in detail of all 
that has been done in the past two years, but beg to submit a brief outline 
of our proceedings so fcr as they may be of interest or value to the members 
of this association. 

EX AUI NATIONS. 

Since May ist, 189S, the number of persons who have applied for exam- 
inalion for registration as pharmacists has been 810, of which number 425 
were for the year 1898 and 395 were for the past year. 

For the grade of assistant pharmacist during the same period 165 appli- 
cations were filed, 162 being for the first and 103 for the second year. 

Of these applicants 359 were found sufficiently satisfactory to receive 
certificates as pharmacists and 169 for certificates as assistant pharmacists. 

In addition to these certificates were issued as assistant pharmacists to 
107 persons on examination as pharmacists, in accordance with a rule of the 
board granting certificates as assistant pharmacists to those who fail in the 
first grade examination, provided their grades on general average are not 
below 55 percent. This privilege is optional with the applicant since if he 
declines to accept the offer he may take a second examination within a year 
without paying the fee a second time, as provided in section 4407 of the 
pharmacy law. Almost without exception the persons offered certificates 
under this rule have accepted them. 

The board found it necessary in January, 1S99, to provide l)elter facili- 
ties for the examination of applicants on account of complaints that a chair 
and a lap board were not sufficiently comfortable to enable one to do bis 
beat in attempting to answer the questions given, which were already enough 
of a tax upon his mental and physical resources without subjecting him to 
additional discomfort. 

There was good sense in these complaints and arrangements have been 
since that date made, whereby each applicant is given a table and all other 
needed comforts to help him perform his work to the best of his ability, 
although this necessitated the division of the classes into two or more parts 
requiring extra time on the part of the board to complete the work. 

No great progress has been made toward what is termed "practical" or 
laboratory examinations, although the oral method has been used for'more 
than a year past in the reading and translation of prescriptions, and the 
identification of specimens of drugs and pharmaceutical preparations. 

This method is giving belter results, but the majority of the members 
of the board are not sufficiently satisfied of the desirability of practical 
examinations in laboratory work to warrant the establishment of a small 
plant for that purpose. There seems to be a wide difference of opinion on 
this subject from men who have had experience in work of this kind, some 
being enthusiastic supporters of the system while others do not consider it 
as satisfactory as the old method. The probabilities are that a combination 
of written, oral and working examinations in the hands of experienced men 
will show the best results, but to do this when classes are so large in num- 
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ber as this board has is not practicable, while to hold n 

as to have smaller classes would increase the expense beyond what the in- 

come or the board will justify. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

The number of cases of violation of law prosecuted under the law of 
April aist, 1898 up to this time is 102, of which number 107 were brought 
from May ist, 1898 to May ist, 1899, and 95 during the past year. 

There are five of these cases pending in the courts of common pleas, the 
remainder having been disposed of in the primary courts. As a rule cases 
not so disposed of are not brought to a successful termination. When a 
case is sent to the Comaton Pleas Court an indictment must first be secured 
through the grand jury which experience has shown to be diificult in most 
oases, and when such indictments are returned the attempt to bring them to 
trial is not succcBsful. It is very difficult to induce a prosecuting attorney 
in any county to bring cases of misdemeanor to trial, and if he has a personal 
or political friend involved, as is often the case, there is actually 00 use in 
wasting time aad money in pursuing him to compel him to perform bis 
duty. We have had several cases of this character with a uniform result 

The board has been criticised seriously in some quarters for being over- 
zealous in its prosecutions; under the old law the censure was on the other 
side and the presumption is, that whether we do or do not the strictures will 
be the same, for this is the price men in any office must pay for their honors. 

It is undoubtedly true that the proper prosecution of cases of violation 
of such laws as the pharmacy law, requires a great deal of discretion, and a 
knowledge of facts and circumstances connected with almost every case 
which the board can not easily secure. Perhaps some cases of prosecutions 
would better have been left to secure a compliance with law voluntarily, 
and perhaps some which should have been prosecuted have been permitted 
to comply volnntarily. Do the best we may errors of judgment will occur. 

For this year we have districted the state, giving to the five members 
a deBnite number of counties in which to have supervision of complaints of 
violations of law and attempt to determine what cases are really proper ones 
for prosecution, but whether this plan will give better general results is to 
be determined. 

It is a well-known condition that during the life of the pharmacy law 
of 1884 there was in Ohio a pretty general disregard of its provisions, and 
the difficulty of enforcing that law gave many an opportunity to engage in 
retailing and dispensing drugs without regard to it, so that when the pres- 
ent one was enacted the state was found to contain a great many such places 
to properly regulate which demanded some aggressive work in oriler to con- 
vince those engaged in illegal traffic that it was a law in fact as well as in 
name. We hope that the period of such intense activity will not be longer 
necessary, and we think there is a decided improvement in the general 
respect given the pharmacy law. 
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REPORT. 

We published last year a pretty complete aanual report, supplementing 
it witb the list of names of all persons registered and on the records up to 
August ist, 1899. There are a number of copies of this report here which 
may be obtained by any member of the associatioa who may desire a copy. 
Appended to this report will be the names of all persons registered since 
the annual report was printed.

LEGISLATION. 
The comtnittee on legislation will report to the association the results 
of their experience during the past year, and it ia not our purpose to in- 
fringe on the prerogatives of that committee, but we regret that a bill was 
enacted by the last general assembly adding a few wore articles to the list 
in section 4405 which persons who are not registered may sell. This list as 
will be rememt>ered was permitted to remain in the law enacted in '98 in 
face of the earnest protest of some of our most conservative members, and 
having made such concessions then it is a matter of considerable humilia- 
tion to find it enlarged in less than two years without any particular objec- 
tion from the pharmacists of the state. On the other hand, since there is 
so little interest in legislation affecting the occupation of the pharmacist, on 
the part of pharmacists it may be regarded as a source of gratitude that so 
small a change as that, made by what was known as the Mauck bill, was all 
that was attempted by the recent legislature. This bill also legalized the 
sale of paris green by any dealer, somewhat to the relief of this board, for 
it is well known that the board was called on to prosecute persons for the 
unlawful sale of paris green, when in fact to do so would be unwise if any 
part of the general pharmacy laws were to remain in tact. Any person may 
now sell paris green when put up in packages and labeled according to the 
poison label law, and the board Is relieved from the necessity of paying any 



899 the board renewed the certificates of registration as phar- 
2 persons who were registered by law in 1884, and 155 certifi- 
o assistant pharmacists under the same provision. These are what 



n of about 3000 pharmacists and 950 assistant pharmacists. 
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Under section 4409 of the law of 'gS providing for regislration of per- 
sons registered ia other states six certificates have been issued, three from 
Kentucky, two froiu Michigan and one from Wisconsin. Kentucky has 
since withdrawn from the list of exchanges abd this board can not now 
register any person on a certificate from that state. The Ohio law is wisely 
guarded in this provision and but few certificates will be issued until other 
boards or state laws recognize more generally the holders of Ohio certifi- 

There have been no revocations on any account, bnt one case of revoca- 
tion will be heard by the board at its aext meeting. 

PLACE OP MEETING OF THB BOARD. 
The board has heard no complaint as to the plan of holding all examin- 
ations in the state capitol. Indeed no other place can well be designated 
under our present arrangements for conducting examinations on account of 
the difficulty of securing suitable accommodations for a large number of 
applicants. The capitol is central and may be reached a 
age of expense from all parts of the state.

The secretary then read the following paper by Mr. John 
Weyer, entitled, "Is Mutual Insurance Among Druggists Prac- 
tical and Profitable?" 

Mutual insurance is only practical where it is profitable. It can only 
be made practical where there is a considerable margin of difference between 
the average per cent, of losses and the premium rates charged for insurance. 
If there is not a sufficient margin of profit, if the druggist cannot see a good 
percentage of saving to himself— bi: will not take upon himself the contin- 
gent or mutual liability required in all mutual iusnrance, by the insurance 
laws of every state; therefore, I assert, if mutual insurance is not profitable 
it is not practical, and consequently we need only to show that mutual 
insurance among druggists is profitable, in order to prove that it is practical 

If it is not profitable it is not practical and conversely, ifil is profitable, 
itis practical. As an argument in favor of the converse proposition, we 
need only refer to the success of the present Ohio association that has been 
in operation more than ten years, and is becoming more popular and more 
profitable with every recurring year. 

The only way we can demonstrate the profitableness of mutual insur- 
ance among dru^sts, is to show what the actual fire haiard of a drug store 
is; compare it with the general fire hazard of other risks as shown from 
reports of stock companies to insurance depHrtment of Ohio, Compare the 
rates charged druggists with the rates charged on the other classes of risks; 
compare also the expense of securing and conducting the business in each 

We have compiled from the Ohio insurance commissioner's reports for 
five years, the average rate charged, the average loss sustained - and the 
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average total ezpenditares on income of the three great classes of insurance 
cotupanies doing bu^aess in Ohio: 

Ohio Joint Stocic Company, average rate 1.06 percent. 

Stock companies other states, average rate 1.07 per cent. 

U. S. branches of foreign companies i.oi per cent, 

Druggists' Mutual (stock rate), — 1.19 percent. 

Ohio J. S. Co., per cent, of loss on premium 56.9 per cent. 

Stock Companies other slates 54.4 per cent. 

Foreign companies 60.1 per cent. 

Average , 57.1 percent. 

Druggists' Mutual 10 years 47-17 per cent. 

Last 4 years only 33.4 percent. 

Ohio stock companies per cent, of expenditures on income 96.S per cent. 

Stock companies of other states ...91.2 per cent. 

U. S. branch of foreign companies - — _.. 88.1 per cent. 

Average. L 92 percent. 

Our total expenses for all purposes have been uniformly 25 per cent, of 
premiums, making our total average cost for ten years, net 71 per cent., 
but for the past four years only 58.4 per cent. leaving a net saving of 41.6 
per cent, of the premiums. 

The first five years of our history were experimental years, and are not 
a just criterion for correct estimates. We, during that period received an 
undue amount of the very hazardous risks, that were rated far below their 
actual hazard. During the ten years of our history, however, drug losses 
in towns with water works and lire protection has almost uniformly been 
about ten to twelve per cent, of the regular premium rales. 

We are now carrying our members on a basis of 35 per cent, below their 
regular rates, and at the same time setting aside a portion of the receipts ' 
for loss purposes, each year to a reserve or safety fund. Therefore, there 
can or should be no doubt in the mind of any one in view of the facts herein 
presented that mutual insurance among druggists is both practical and 
profitable.

The committee on insurance then presented its report 
through its chairman, Mr. Payne, as follows : 

REI>ORT OF THE O. S. P. A. INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 

June 19, 30 and 31, 1900, 
To the President and Members of the (1. S. P. A.: 

Your committee on insurance beg to report as follows : 
Under date of May 26th I received a letter from Secretary of Insurance 
Association John Weyer, enclosing a letter from F. J. Barnes, stating that 
owing to lack of time tie would be unable to assume the duties of chairman 
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of this committee. Mr. Weyei suggested that as my name was n^Kt on the 
list I assume the ch airmanship. 

Althoagb feeliog my incompetence, and knowing my ignorance on the 
subject, I do not wiah to shirk responsibility in the matter, Mr. Weyer 
kindly prepared for us a statement, and offered us the books of the associa- 
tion tor our inspection, without which of conrse, we conld have accom- 
plished nothing, I communicated with the other members of the commit- 
tee, asking their views and su^estions. 

Tlie statement shows losses although higher than last year considerably 
below the average, being f 3671. So, against an average loss of $4463.51. It also 
shows the association to be in a very healthy condition, showing the number 
of new risks during the year to be 109, representing insurance to the amount 
of {[20,500, and a loss of old risks canceled or expired of rj, representing 
{28,450 worth of insurance. The association therefore shows a net gain of 
82 risks, representing $92,050 worth of insurance. The percentage of gain 
being about 16;^ per cent. The gain is not all shown in the report, how- 
ever, as the association is gradually weeding out undesirable risks, or 
increasiag the rate on them so as to make it conform more equitably with 
the actual risk, thereby increasing the rebate in those cities and towns 
which have adequate fire protection. The matter of fire protection in the 
state is improving all the time, which will farther increase our rebates, by 
which the members profit directly, which they will not do in the old Hue 
companies. 

The experience of the past nine years has shown insurance in this asso- 
ciation to be both safe and cheap. There has been but one year during that 
time, in which it has been necessary to levy an assessment, and even that 
year the rate was only about ^ of the old line rate. In the past eight years 
my own insurance in this association has cost me (57.18 per 1000, which 
includes the assessment above mentioned, while, during the same time old 
line insurance has cost me $102.50 per 1000, being almost double. Thispro- 
tional difference goes into the pockets of insurance agents, high salaried 
officials, and dividends for stockholders, many of the latter of whom are 
foreign subjects; why should we continue to fatten their bank accounts at 
the expense of our own. The remedy lies in our own hands. The state- 
ment of the secretary of the association shows that its affairs are admin- 
istered in a very economical and conservative manner, the salaries and ofHce 
expense being very low. The surplus, which, of course fluctuates accord- 
ing to losses, is in a general way a growing one, and is invested in U. S. 
bonds, or placed in other safe depositories, and drawing interest as it should 
be, and can be realized upon in case of an emergency, and is probably large 
enough to liquidate any claim which is likely to be made upon it without a 

We recommend to the O. S. P. A. a more liberal patronage of onr insur- 
ance association. We owe it to our loyal support, especially as we can save 
about 50 per cent, by so doing, and the better we support it, the more will 
be our rebate by cutting down our proportion of the current expense. We 
suggest that the election of our board of directors might be held by the 
members of the insurance association at our regular O. S. P. A. meeting as a 
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lar^ number of the members are then present. The present method of 
election hj proxy is somewhat unsatisfactory, as quite a number (^members 
are through failure to appoint proxies or otherwise, not represented.

The amounts of insurance in force on January ist, of this year, in towns 
without waterworks and fire protection was but 13 per cent, of the insurance 
in force, and the average rate 1.39 per cent., while in cities it was 1.10 per 
cent. At that time the general average rate was 1. 14 per cent.; at the 
present time it is 1.12 percent. Last year at this time the average rate was 
1. 17 per cent. These figures show a gradual reduction of drug store rates. 
When we began business we fouod that rates on drug stores were generally 
less than in the cities. Now the conditions have changed aad a general 
reduction in the cities equivalent to about 25 per cent, is perceived, while in 
unprotected towns there has been an advance of about the same amount.

GENKBAI. STATEMENT. 

Id going over the field soliciting business we are verj many times met 
by the statement tliat "I have a customer who Ib an insurance agent and 
must therefore give him my insurance," or "I must give my insurance to so 
and so, because he trades with me." This fact now seems to be the princi- 
pal obstacle in onr way. I desire here to show that this is a false position 
to take. Nearly every dru^st carries insurance. It is passible that nearly 
every one is in the same position, and he must give it to some agent. That 
that agent will patronize him to some extent is very probable. He can 
afford to do ao, for 25 per cent, of the amount paid goes to the agency as 
commission. Now, if everj' druggist took that position, to organize and 
operate a company of this kind would be impossible. The practice of pay- 
ing the insurance agent for his pitronage, or the physician for his prescrip- 
tions, or of selhng to customers at cut-rates, merely to draw or hold trade is 
the same principle in either case. It is wrong. The agent don't buy any 
more drugs I^cause you pay him more for his insurance; besides, he would 
patronize all to some extent who patronize him. 

Every druggist should favor and encourage whatever will benefit the 
drug business, for whatever tends to benefit the trade will benefit him, and 
vice versa, whatever is done to the injury of others in the business, will 
injure him eventually. 

The main question then is: shall you go on patronizing these agents 
and submit to the payment of any rates they may fix for you, simply be- 
cause they patronize you? Who fixes your rates of insurance? Every 
insurance company does not make its own rates; but an association of 
agencies — generally in the large cities — calling themselves underwriter's 
; the people who establish rates. These rates are never 
at, but are advanced or reduced according to losses. The rates are 
seldom advanced or reduced upon the kinds or classes of risks that have the 
greatest variation in percentage of losses, because it is very difficult to ad- 
vance the rates on large concerns that carry a great amount of insurance. 
Therefore, if the general average of loss has been high, it is much easier to 
declare an advance of 25 per cent, or 50 per cent, on the preferred or better 
classes of risks, because the various amounts are smaller, very much more 
numerous, and resistance less formidable; besides it brings in the extra 
money, which is the object sou'ht. 

I have observed for several years that the companies that carry the 
greatest proportional amount of the class of risk just named— the large con- 
cerns — have the greatest percentage of losses and, vice versa, the companies 
that carry chiefly the smaller mercantile, dwelling bouse and other isolated 
risks, have the smallest percentage of losses. The fact that through the 
influence of this association there has been a general reduction of rates on

drug stores in Ohio, eqaivalent to about 25 per cent, of original rales, and 
that we are now carrying our membeta at 35 per cent, of present lates, 
together with tbe very favoralile prospect of a 15 per cent, or 25 percent, 
more reduction within the near future, ought to convince every druggist of 
Ohio, of not only the advantage to him, but of the necessity of his cooper- 
ation at once. He should secure insurance agents' patronage as be secures 
other people's patronage. The more insurance we have the cheaper It will 
-be, because the ratio of expense will be less. 

Sometimes agents try to scare out persons who have given us their 
applications by magnifying tbe contingent or mutual liability of each mem- 
ber and, for that reason, we endeavor in our circulars, and in our personal 
appeals to druggists, to make that obligation as clear as possible to their 
minds, and to give them to understand that it is equivalent to or takes the 
place of the stock in ajoict stock company. That it makes it absolutely 
certain that losses will be paid ; and, in a carefully managed company, there 
is no more probability of extra assessments than there is that the capital of 
a joint stock company will be used to pay losses. All are aware that the 
capital stcck of an insurance company is not used to pay losses, A carefully 
managed company always provides from tbe net earnings, especially in 
favorable years, a reserve sufficient to meet probable losses in unfavorable 
years. There is a great advantage in mutual companies that is not usually 
perceived ; the member gets the profit without any investment. In a stock 
company the capital must be " put up," while in tbe mutual, the capital as 
well as the profits are retained by tbe member in his own business. All he 
is required to do is to put up an obligation— which is expressed in his policy 
or contract — to pay bis pro rata of losses that might occur, beyond the 
amount regularly provided for by the company. Our losses in no single 
year have been equivalent to a full premium on the insurance in force. The 
greatest was 1893-1895, when we had an undue proportion of risks wilh 
hazardous surroundmgs in unprotected towns. Since that period our 
average of losses has dropped to about one-third the average of the Urst five 
years of onr history. The first five years the losses averaged f6ooo.oo per 
year, and since that about {3000.00 per year. 

I think I need not go into any argument to prove to you that your drug 
Store within itself is really not any more hazardous as a fire risk than your 
dwelling. The fact that our losses in ten years experience, from origin 
within Uie premises, has not exceeded 10 per cent. r>f the premium, or about 
one-sixth the average loss on mercantile risks generally, shows that they are 
really a preferred class of risk and the hazard must be judged from its sur- 
roundings. Therefore, in conclusion, I desire only to say by summing up 
the three points in this general statement, that there is nothing in the con- 
tingent or mutual liability that need frighten any druggist or keep him out ; 
neither is there anything in the local agent claim that should prevent any 
dru^ist from assisting in carrying out the objects for which this association 
was incorporated. 

As to the last point, viz.: the actual hazard of the drug store you will 
all agree with me, X think, that the most important thing to he observed in 
the proper management of the company is the surrounding hazard of the 
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risk, so that witb any reasonable judgment in selection of risks, based upon 
the facts deduced and established from our eKpericnce of ten years, there is 
hardly any probability that the members will ever be called upon to pay as 
iDUcti as a full premium in any one year, even though it became necessary 
lo make a special assessment at some lime, because, if we provide to meet 
losses as great as the greatest we have ever had, and our losses have dropped 
to an average of one-third what they were then — because of better condi- 
tions—our losses would have to reach more than three limes the present 
average before there would be a need of a special assessment.

The committee on nominations presented the following report, 
through its chairtuan, Prof. Matson: 

Prof. Matson; Mr. President, I will preface ray report by 
saying that in choosing officers, we have first chosen them in 
regard to their ability; secondly, the geographical distribution, 
and thirdly, to see whether they have formerly held that particu- 
lar office. The committee on nominations beg leave to submit 
the names of the following officers: For president. B. S. Young, 
Ada; for first vice-president, O. N. Garrett, Hillsboro; for second 
vice-president, J. O- Connor, Urbana; for executive committee, 
J. H. Brinker, Bellevue; A. W. Kiler, Columbus; Albert Wetter- 
sCroem, Cincinnati; for permanent secretary, L. C. Hopp, Cleve- 
land; for permanent treasurer, J. H. VonStein, Upper Sandusky. 

On motion of Prof. Deal, the report was adopted and the 
president instructed to cast the ballot of the association for the 
election of the nominees, which was accordingly done. 

The president appointed the following committee to select 
names to be presented to the governor from whom to select a 
member of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy: G. H. Matson, Colum- 
bus; John Weyer, Cincinnati; J. C. Firmin, Findlay; M. A. 
Burkhardt, Dayton, and Phil Lehr, Cleveland. 

On motion of Prof. Young, the president appointed a com- 
mittee on time and place of next meetiug. consisting of the fol- 
lowing members; Prof, B. S. Young, Mr. M. A. Burkhardt, and 
Mr. John Byrne. 

The executive committee reported one application for mem- 
bership, which was directed to lie over until the next session. 

On motion the meeting then adjourned until 9 o'clock a. m., 
June 21, 190Q. 
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FOURTH SESSION— THURSDAY FORENOON, 
June 2ist, 1900, 

The meeting was called to order by the president at 9 
o'clock a. m. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

The executive committee presented the following report, 
through its chairman, Mr. Byrne : 

Your executive committee submits the following report for your con- 
sideration : Since adjournment of our last annual meeting' twelve applies' 
tions for membership have been made in proper form and have received the 
approval of the committee. The following bills have been presented and 
approved (to be found in treasurer's report.) Three members have died, 
viz.: W. H. Flood, Cleveland; Phil. Acker, Cleveland; Ernest Schueller, 
Columbus.

On motion the report was accepted. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp the matter of writitag a memorial of 
Mr. W. H. Flood and Mr. Philip Acker, of Cleveland, was 
referred to Prof. Arny, and the writing of a memorial of Mr. 
Ernest Schueller, of Columbus, was referred to Mr. Ogier. 

The President : We will now have the report of the com- 
mittee on pharmacy laws ; Prof. Young is chairman of that com- 
mittee, and he was obliged to leave this morning. Mr. Kauff- 
mau did he give you that report ? 

Prof. Kauffman : No, he did not- 

The President : We will have to let that go. The com- 
mittee on trade interests, Mr. McCann has written that he will - 
not be able to attend the meeting, and that he turned the matter 
over to Mr. Garrett. Mr. Garrett states that the letter came to 
him so late that he was unable to get up a paper. 

Mr. Garrett: I did not take any action on it. In fact, I 
didn't receive any letter from Mr. McCann at all. 

The president then called upon Mr. Firmin for the report of 
the committee on pharmaceutical education. 

Mr. Firmin : In looking over the former proceedings of this 
association, I could not find that this committee had ever made 
any report. Perhaps I missed it if there was one, but I looked 
through several numbers, and could find no previous report. I 
also tried to find something that would give me some idea of

what the duties of this committee were supposed to be, and I 
could not find that, either. I wrote to the other members of the 
committee, and they said they didn't know anything about it, 
and that I should do what I wished. That is rather indefinite- 
I don't know whether this association wishes my views on phar- 
maceutical education, or whether they expected me to look over 
the colleges in this state and tell you what I thought about them, 
or just what they did want. Of course, as a member of this asso- 
ciation, and from my observations throughout the state, I think 
that the status of pharmaceutical education in Ohio is in good 
shape. I believe that any young man does not need to go out of 
Ohio to get a pharmaceutical education, and I am very glad that 
that is true. I think it is a good thing for many reasons. It 
makes it cheaper for a young man to prepare himself to be a good 
pharmacist; and the courses at the various colleges are at a very 
high standard. I think that matter was brought up two or three 
years ago, and that our standard has been proved to be as high 
as any; and if the association wishes my opinion in the matter as 
to pharmaceutical education, I think that every one who intends 
going into the drug business ought to go to a college of pharmacy 
and graduate. 

The President: I think that is one of the essential points that 
we druggists ought to push forward, to bring up a higher stan- 
dard, and make the foundation of an apprentice more than a 
common school education. To go through the high school lays a 
better foundation, and a collegiate education, of course, brings a 
man to that point where his conception of everything that is taught 
in the college of pharmacy will come to him so much easier and 
quicker. The only trouble we find is, that boys who have had 
those advantages do not like to go to a drug store and commence 
by washing windows and scrubbing floors; there is where we are 
at a disadvantage. 

Prof. Amy: If I may be allowed to speak on the subject, I 
will turn to our friend Prof. Kauffman, and say that the state- 
ments of Mr. Firmin simply impress on me the great necessity of 
merging the two committees into one. It will be much better to 
have the one committee which will take up the active work, and 
all matters referring to education could be referred to that one 
committee. 

Mr. Ogier: I may add, that this committee ought to have 
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some method in their procedure, and different members of that 
committee ought to visit the colleges of pharmacy and be able to 
report iu general to this association upou what they are doing. 
What do we know of what they are doing in Ada, or 
Cleveland, or Cincinnati, Columbus, or anywhere else, 
as a basis for a report, unless we go and investigate'' I am quite 
sure that members of this association will be heartily welcomed 
at any of these institutions, and every effort made on the part of 
those in charge of them to furnish all the information in their 
power, in order that the committee may bring in a very intelli- 
gent and interesting report to this body as to what the schools 
in the state of Ohio are doing. Then, of course, if we thought 
that they were not coming up to our required standard, or if we 
thought it wise to advance our standard, we would be able to act 
intelligently. I think Prof. Amy's suggestion is a very wise one, 
that the two ought to be merged, and then attempt to do their 
work in a thorough and systematic manner and bring in at our 
next annual meeting an interesting report. 

Mr. Freericks : I move that three members of the present 
committee on course of study in colleges of pharmacy be the 
standing committee on education. 

The President : Three members of the association > 

Mr. Freericks : Three members of the present special com- 
mittee. There is, as I understand it, at the present time a special 
committee appointed. 

Mr. Hopp ; It is appointed by the incoming president, the 
new president. 

Mr. Freericks : Let three of those members be also a stand- 
ing committee. 

The President ; Of the committee on the course of study, or 
of pharmaceutical education ? 

Mr. Freericks: On pharmaceutical education. 

Motion seconded. 

The President : It is moved and seconded that three of the 
committee on course of study in colleges of pharmacy be three of 
the educational committee. 

Mr. Ogier : Does that motion limit the privileges of the new 
president in selecting the committee ? 
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Mr, Hopp : It limits him in this way : that he shall appoint 
his committee on education from that committee that he appoints 
on the course of study. 

Motion carried. 

On motion of Mr. Ogier the secretary cast the ballot of the 
association for the election to membership of E- H. Pocock, of 
Scio. his name having been reported by the executive committee 
at the previus session. 

The following report was then presented : 

BOARD OP PHARMACY VACANCY.

On motion, the report was accepted and the secretary author- 
ized to cast the ballot of the association for the selection of the 
aforementioned names, which was done.

Practical results like this are of more value than all 
the mere theories the members could listen to during tbe entire time of th« 
convention.

Dbar Sir : Your letter of the 8th received, and would have been 
answered before this but I have been absent from the city. I think that if 
you will read again carefully the article in the Journal aud Tribune, you 
will agree with me that it will be of great benefit to us. In fact it has had 
exactly the effect that I wish to produce, and from the morning it came out 
we have had no trouble in getting the advanced prices. Our newspaper was 
onto the fact that there was a movement on to raise the price of patent med- 
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icine, and after the thing matured they came to as Tor a statement ; rather 
than have them put in an unreliable account I gave them a statement, 
shading the truth somewhat, and they published it exactly as I gave it, Our 
association aod Mr. Kuhlmaa |the ex -cutter) approved same. 

It wonld do you good lo look into the faces ot the Knoxville druggists ; 
they all wear a serene smile, and I believe feel several thousand dollars 
better off under the new administration. 

Yon asked me to write you just how this condition was brought about. 
This is a very hard thing for me to do, but I will iry to give you a general 
outline. Things have been getting very warm here for sometime and, 
as you know, our members have been very impatient for action. Yon 
know we have two large jobbing houses in this city: Chapman, White. 
Lyons & Co. and Sanford, Chamberlain & Albers Co, Until we began 
waging war against the cutter Chapman, White, Lyons & Co. had been 
getting most all of the busincEa from the retailers ; also the business from 
Kuhlman & Co, From the very start Sanford, Chamberlain & Albers have 
been against the cutter and, in fact, on several different occasions refused to 
sell him the quantity of different patents. The question then arose with us, 
shall we continue to buy from Chapman, White, Lyons & Co, or shall we 
buy in quantity, or give our business to Sanford, Chamberlain & Albers? 
I might mention that some of our members were unfriendly to Sanford, 
Chamberlain & Albers. In some way Chapman, White, Lyons & Co. got 
on to our action and notified me to call on them. This I did, but got one 
of our executive committee to go with me. Mr. Lyons asked us to say just 
how much we thought prices should be raised, and after some discussion 
we agreed on the price mentioned in the Journal and Tribune. We then 
called our members together and the price was then definitely fixed, and 
each man agreed to maintain same provided Kuhlman would. Mr. Lyons 
then called on Kuhlman & Co., and demanded of them to raise the price. 
They did nr.t give him any satisfaction, so he ordered their supply cut off. 
In the meantime they had been cut off at Sanford, Chamberlain S: AHiers. 
Well, in about two or three days they came around lo our president wanting 
to settle up and advance the prices. Our president said that we were not 
the people to settle up a difference between him (Kuhlman) and Ihe local 
jobbers ; but that if we could all agree upon the prices he would use the 
good offices of the association in bringing around a settlement. This was 
agreed to and a conference arranged with Mr. Lyons. Well, of course it 
did not take long to bring about the good results that now exist. I might 
add that Kuhlman was and is now, as far as I know, cut off from all the 
leading manufacturers. 

We sincerely appreciate the loyal support that you have given us in 
this matter, and I wish to express my personal appreciation for your good 
advice, and whenever I can be of service to you remember that I am at your 
command. Sincerely yours,

The secretary announced that at the close of this session the 
first annual meeting of the Northern Ohio Druggists' Association 
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would be held, and invited the attendance of members of this 
association. 

The secretary read a communication &om the Hotel Victory, 
which upon motion of Mr. Ogier was referred to the committee 
on time and place of next meeting, for consideration- 

Mr. Hopp: I distributed yesterday a number of little circu- 
lars in reference to the physician's epitome of the national for- 
mulary; secretary Caspari of the American association has one 
which he will distribute. The members can look it over. In 
connection with that, I would move that this association purchase 
a copy for each member in good standing in the association, to 
be sent out with the annual report. The price of the book is lo 
cents apiece for loo copies or more, and up to 500 a discount of 
5 per cent, is allowed; and they will print on them at $2.50 per 
1000 or any less number, "compliments of the Ohio State Pharma- 
ceutical Association," so that each member of the association will 
receive a copy of this epitome. 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Byrne; Will our treasury permit of an expenditure of 
that kind? 

Mr. Von Stein: I think the treasury will stand that. That 
is some benefit to the members. We have 565 members in good 
standing who will receive the report, and our treasury has a 
balance of 500 and some odd dollars. 

The President- Tho.se in good standing number over 500 
do they ? 

Mr. Von Stein: Yes, sir, those that will receive the reports. 
We call those in good standing that have paid their dues in ad- 
vance, but there are none of them over three years in arrears, 
and we would count members in good standing for something of 
this kind. 

Mr. Hopp: We will tell them that they can get a copy of 
this epitome, if they owe two years dues by sending the dues. 
That will be an inducement for them 10 pay up their dues, and 
notify them to that effect. 

Mr. Von Stein: That can be added to my postal card. 

Motion duly carried. 

Mr. Hopp; I move that on account of so many strong local 
organizations that are afBliated with the N- A. R. D, that our 
membership in the national association will be quite small this 
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year; and in consequence we do not know just how many dele- 
gates we are entitled to and cannot find out till we make up a list. 
Very likely the whole of northern Ohio will be included in the Noith- 
ern Ohio Druggists' Association; and then there are Columbus, 
Cincinnati and Dayton. Take all those towns out of the Ohio 
association and it will cut us down pretty close to 100 or 150. 
and we would probably not have more than two delegates. My 
motion is, that this matter be referred to the treasurer and secre- 
tary to make up a list to see who are members, and that the 
president be requested to select delegates to represent those that 
are. It is impossible for us to do it here. 

After discussion by Mr. Freericks, Mr. Weyer, Mr. Von 
Stein, Mr. Byrne and others, Mr. Hopp's motion was carried. 

On motion, Mr. John Byrne and Mr. Alfred De Lang were 
elected as delegates to the meeting of the National Wholesale 
Druggists Association in Chicago, in September. 

No delegates were elected to attend the convention of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association in 1901. 

The committee on time and place of next meeting made the 
following report : 



Your committee, to whom was referred the question of time and place 
for the next meeting of the association, vould respectfully request that the 
matter be left open for tbe present, that correspondence may be opened 
with local druggists in the several cities under consideration.

On motion the report was accepted. 

Prof, Kauffman: Are you through with the regular order 
of business ? 

The President: Yes, sir.* 

Prof. ICauffman: I have a matter of a little business that I 
wish to present. I do not want to see the meetings of this asso- 
ciation close at this time without having tbe attention of the 
members directed to tbe Middleton law, which was passed at the 
last session of the legislature. This matter was touched upon by 
the president in his address, but was passed over by the committee 
I understand under the impression that I would bring this matter 
up later, and I now do so. 
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The President: I was not conversant enough with the law 
that had been passed to make any more remarks than I did, 
thinking that the Columbus gentlemen would take it up. 

Prof. Kauffman; I have also been requested by the Colum- 
bus Druggists' Association to call the attention of this associa- 
tion to the law as it stands. The druggists in Columbus aie very 
much exercised just at the present time over a report, which 
seems to be very well confirmed, that about every druggist in th^ 
city has been caught in the trap which is set for them by this law, 
and I understand from Mr. Burkhardt that the same condition 
exists in Dayton. It is stated that there is to be a general can- 
vass of the state, and that all the rest of you people will soon be 
in the same pleasant condition. 

I suppose you understand what the law is, and how it affects 
the druggist. I have a copy of the law in my room, but I can 
give you the gist of it. It is simply a law intended by the 
framer of it to make operative the so-called Dow law; and it gives 
any individual the power or privilege, if he can carry out his pur- 
pose, of purchasing a bottle of liquor, any quantity of any kind 
of liquor, wherever he can can, under any sort of statement what- 
ever, and then go to the probate judge and make an affidavit 
against the seller and cause him to be brought to trial, and if 
found guilty under the mere pretext, the Dow tax is assessed 
against him , not only for the current year, but for all time back 
during which he has been engaged in that particular business, 
and the informer gets, I think, $ioo for each case. * * * 
The popular party for operating in Columbus are a woman 
and a girl, who have been buying a half pint or four ounces of 
whiskey or brandy, on all sorts of pretexts, and, indeed, by the 
most despicable sort of a trap which could possibly be set. and 
the law itself is nothing more than 'a hold-up. 

In this connection I want also to call your attention to a 
defect in the working plan of our committee on legislation; and 
this very law illustrates that defect. This law was introduced, 
and passed both houses of the legislature before any member of 
our committee had any knowledge whatever that such a law was 
even contemplated; it had become a law before we knew any- 
thing about it. There is something which this association ought 
to stop, and which they can stop, if they will exercise ordinary 
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precautions — the same sort of precaution wliich is taken by other 
trade interests. 

You cannot reasonably expect your committee on legislation 
to stay about the state house from six to ten hours a day for three 
or four months of the year, which they would have to do if they 
kept constant track of the measures that are introduced there; 
and there are all sorts of measures brought into the legislature 
which affect the druggists in one way or another. The past year 
witnessed the introduction of something over twenty measures 
which affected the drug trade in various ways. There were only two 
or three of these that got any very large recognition— only two, I 
believe, that passed, but all of them when first introduced, were 
inimical to the drug trade. It was fortunate that your committee 
caught the most of them, and induced the changes which have 
not so seriously affected the drug trade; but this Middleton law 
did escape their attention completely. 

I think it would be advisable for this association to follow 
the plan adopted by other trade interests, that is, to hire what 
they call a "spotter" and keep him at the state house. There 
are men in Columbus, some who are members of the legislature, 
who make it a business to keep track of what is going on in the 
legislature, of the character of the bills that are introduced and 
the interests that are affected, and to notify the members of the 
trades interested. For the expenditure of Jioo or $150, this 
association through its committee on legislation, can employ one 
of these men who would immediately on the introduction of any 
bill affecting the drug trade in any manner whatever notify this 
committee, and I think we ought to do something of that kind. 

As regards any action which this association may take con- 
cerning the operation of the Middleton law, I think it would be 
wise, if nothing more than to express our condemnation of the 
law in its entirety and the method in whicTi it is undertaken to 
execute it, and that sort of persecution which it is intended to 
bring upon the drug trade ; and I don't know hut what it would 
even be advisable to go to the extreme and as an association to 
take up the fight against the law itself. I have it from very good 
authority that the law would not stand a very severe test before 
the courts and, if it is taken before the higher courts, that it 
would be declared unconstitutional. But the individual druggist 
is not going to do that ; he probably will pay three or four bun- 
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dred dollars Dow tax and let it go at that. I hope, gentlemen, 
you will give it some very serious consideration. 

Mr. Hopp : I would make a motion instructing the com- 
mittee on pharmacy laws to carry out such a proposition as Prof. 
Kauffman has recommeaded. I know that is the only thing they 
could do, and at the same time in case of legislation that does 
come up they can watch it and accomplish a great deal more than 
would be done by sending four or five druggists from different 
parts of the state. 

Mr. Byrne : There is no session of the legislature this 
coming winter and that might be deferred till the next session. 

Prof. KaufEman : There is no regular session this coming 
winter but there is a very strong indication that there will be a 
special session this winter. 

Mr. Garrett : I second Mr. Hopp's motion. 

The President ; It is moved and seconded that the committee 
on pharmacy laws have power to appoint some one to look after leg- 
islation, figuratively speaking a "spotter," In other words our 
association would engage a man to look after our interests ; and 
I think that if our association would not have enough money 
that the druggists of the state will come forward. 

Prof. Kauffman : I hope you all understand what this sort 
of a man is and what he does. He does not undertake to stop 
any legislation ; he simply keeps members of the committee in- 
formed as to what is going on. He is often a man with no 
influence whatever with members of the legislature — simply 
somebody who is employed to stay there and report to persons 
interested when their business or trade is affected. Then the 
committees, knowing what is under way, have an opportunity to 
stop it before it gets too far. 

Motion duly carried. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp, Mr. Cooper of Cleveland, was 
granted the floor, and gave a very interesting talk in regard to 
the Middleton law, the organization of the druggists, and the 
operation of some of the present laws. 

Mr. Freericks: I would make a motion that an auxiliary 
society be formed; that the president appoint say five or seven 
members — probably it might be possible to limit them to the 
largest cities of the state; that one of these members be appointed 
as treasurer of the auxiliary; that circulars be sent out by the 
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auxiliary, inviting members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical 
Association to become members of the auxiliary for mutual pro- 
tection, without any further object being stated, 

Mr. Von Steini You would not get a good response, unless 
you stated some object. 

Mr. Freericks: That can be done by the committee — give 
the committee power to state what our next object of mutual pro- 
tection will be. 

Mr. Von Stein: I believe it would be a good idea not to 
appoint any of the officers of the state association on that com- 
mittee, so as not to have the two combined. 

Motion seconded by Mr. Hopp. 

Mr. Hopp: In so doing, I would caution that nothing be 
said as to the object of this auxiliary; it is an auxiliary, that is 
all. 

The President: An auxiliary of the Ohio State Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. It must be an auxiliary of something. 

Mr. Garrett: Mr. Hopp wanted to amend the motion by 
leaving out Mr. Freericks' "for mutual protection." 

Mr. Hopp: No, don't say "mutual protection" ; have noth- 
ing but the word "auxiliary." 

Mr, Freericks' motion was duly carried. 

Mr. Freericks: In furtherance of that motion, I would 
suggest that the president pick out Cincinnati, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Dayton, Springfield and Toledo, and, if you wish to add 
another good-sized town, all right. It is left entirely to the 
president; it is merely a suggestion that he take the larger cities 
because there are a greater number there. 

Mr. Firmin: As long as the incoming president, who would 
naturally appoint this committee, will not know anything about 
this, that committee ought to be appointed right now, by the 
present president. 

Prof. Kauffman: This idea of scattering, the executive com- 
mittee, which must necessarily be a very active one, to the four 
winds, seems to me to be all wrong. If you want an active, 
energetic committee, appoint them from a single locality, where 
they can get together every fifteen minutes if it be necessary, to do 
the work. 

The President: That is a good suggestion, and in that 
respect I suppose Columbus would be the best place, right on the 
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ground there all the time; and we have live men in Columbus, 
who are always active and always willing to do work. They are 
always in attendance at our meetings, and a suggestion of that 
kiud from Mr. Kauffman I think ought to be considered. 

Mr. Freericks: I am perfectly willing to see the committee 
a committee of three, or whatever the association says. 

Mr. Hopp: If a case comes up in the southern part of the 
state, this committee from Columbus will have to go down there 
and take care of it; whereas ii you have your committee divided 
they can do individual work in different parts of the state- 
Mr. Freericks: The committee might take a certain man in 
each locality, or two men, well known, and ask them to co- 
operate with them. It is a thing that is very vital to us all, and 
when it comes down to the almighty dollar and to our individual 
pocket-book, we can all find an extra half dollar or so to take care 
of that, easier than when it comes down to a paper on a scientific 
subject. I notice that the dollar talks a good deal quicker and 
is a great deal more effective than a scientific subject with the 
average man who buys patent medicine for 75 cents and sells it 
for 74. 

Mr. Hopp : You might make it by adding three members 
at Columbus, and then having these others in there, but I would 
like to see a representative on that committee from every one of 
those cities mentioned. I think it will make the interest in it 
twice as strong as if you have the committee only in one part of 
the state. If all the cases were to be tried in Columbus it would 
be well enough to have the committee there. 

Prof. Kauffman : That is where they would come eventually, 
if they went to the highest court. 

Mr. Schellentrager : I would suggest that the organization 
of this auxiliary be at Columbus, and it ought to be of at least 
five members, so you can have a chairman, secretary and treas- 
urer; and the sugge.stion made is good to have the board of 
control empowered to appoint sub-committees on the board to act 
in accordance with and in conjunction with the head committee at 
Columbus. 

Mr. Freericks ; Let the committee consist of five at Colum- 
bus, and let them appoint an attorney defado; let one man in 
the home town be responsible till it passes out of his hands and 
goes before the Supreme Court, if necessary. 
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The President : You have heard the motion of Mr. Schellen- 
trage, and also the amendment of Mr. Freericks 

Mr. Freericks : I will withdraw my original motioa and 
will make a new motion this waj' : That a central committee of 
five to be in Columbus be appointed by the present president as a 
board of control of the auxiliary ; and that this committee of five 
appoint an attorney in fact in each centre where they deem it 
necessary to represent the board of control in the lower courts. 
The attorney de facto should be a druggist : he is to invoke the 
aid of an attorney at law. He is simply an attorney de facto. 
Whatever aid he must have in law he must get from a lawyer of 
course. He is the entire representative of the board of control as 
long as the case remains in the home courts ; when it is done in 
that court and has to be appealed, then it goes to Columbus and 
is taken up by the board of control. 

Motion seconded by Mr. Aubley and duly carried. 

Mr. Hopp offered a motion that only members of the Ohio 
State Pharmaceutical Association shall be members of the new 
auxiliary society. 

Motion carried. 

On motion of Mr. Byrne the president was given further time 
to appoint this committee. 

The President : The next thing would be the installation of 
officers, but I am sorry to say that our friend, Mr. B. S. Young, 
whom you elected president, had to go home on pressing business 
last night, and he asked rae to extend to you his sincere thanks, 
for the honor conferred upon him, and to say that he was very 
sorry that he could not be present with you to face you and 
express his thanks to you in person. I have promised to help 
install him or introduce him to the association at our next year's 
session . 

The remaining officers were then installed. 

On motion of Mr. Firmin a vote of thanks was extended to 
the management of the Hotel Victory for their attention, and that 
they be informed that their communication had been referred to 
the committee on time and place of next meeting. 

On motion of Mr. Byrne a vote of thanks was extended to 
the entertainment committee in charge of the meeting for the 
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elegant provision which they have made for the wants of the 
members, and for the hard work which they have done to enter- 
tain this association. 

Mr. Hopp: I am pleased to state that at this meeting this 
year we have had one- third more members than we had last year, 
and with their ladies and families it is easily double the total 
number. 

Mr- Schellentrager; I would like to recognize the efficient 
manner and the loyal way in which the retiring officers have per- 
formed their part of the work ; and I desire to extend a vote of 
thanks to them- 

Motion carried. 

Mr. King: I do not think it would be more than just to 
extend a vote of thanks to the different institutions that have con- 
tributed towards prizes; and the National Cash Register Co. of 
Dayton, for their grand trip around the island, furnished to the 
ladies. 

The President: The ladies took action on that yesterday, 
although it would be advisable to have our association do so. 

Mr. King: My motion included all the different concerns. 

Motion duly carried. 

Whereupon the meeting adjourned.

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 
This association shall be called "The Ohio State Pharmachuticai. 

Association." 

ARTICLE II. 



The object of this association shall be to unite the reputable pharmacists 
and druggists of the state, to improve the science and art of pharmacy, to 
elevate its standard, and to restrict the practice of pharmacy to property 
qualified pharmacists and druggists. 

ARTICLE III. 
Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and professional standing 
and of legal age, whether in business on his or her account, retired from 
business, or employed by another, and teachers of pharmacy, materia 
medica, chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in phar. 
macy, shall be eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 
This association shall meet annually at such time and place as shall be 
previously determined. 

ARTICLE V. 
The officers of this association shall be a president, two vice presidents, 
a permanent secretary, assistant secretary, a permanent treasnrer, and an 
executive committee of three, all of whom, except the permanent secretary 
and treasurer, shall be elected annually by ballot, and serve Tintil thdr 
successors are duly elected. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be in writing, 
and shall be acted upon at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving 
the vote of three-fonrths of the members present, it shall become a part of 

the constitution. 
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BY-LAWS, 



DUTIBS OF OFFICERS. 

Article i. The president shall preside at all meetings of the associa- 
tion. In his absence or inability to preside, one of the vice presidents, or in 
the absence of all, a president pro tempore shall peiform the duties of the 
president. In ell balloting, and upon all questions upoa which the ayes and 
najs are taken, the president is required to vote, in other cases he shall not 
TOte unless the members be equally divided. He shall call a special meeting 
whenever requested by twenty-five members, and present at each annual 
meeting a report of the operation of the association. 

Art. I. The secretary shall keep h record of the proceedings of the 
association, a list of the names, residence and date of entrance of each 
member, and be the custodian of all papers read ; he shall conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, and notify each member of the meetings. 
He shall also publish and distribute the annual proceedings of the associa- 
tion, having previously obtained the consent of the executive committee to 
the necessary expenditure of money. 

Art. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all funds and deposit the 
same in the name of the association, for which he shall be personally 
responsible ; collect all moneys due the association, pay all bills when 
countersigned by the president; issue certificates of membership; render a 
full report at each annual meeting, and report the state of the treasury wben 
called upon by the executive committee. 

Art. 4. The executive committee shall take into consideration, and 
report without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propositions for 
membership, and audit all bills against the ai 

CHAPTER II. 



Article i. Propositions for membership shall be made to the execu- 
tive committee, in writing, with the endorsement of two members of the 
association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the members at 
any session shall be required for election. Should any application be re- 
ceived after the closing of the annual session, or thirty days preceding the 
next annual meeting, such applicant may be elected by the unanimous con- 
sent of the members of the executive committee. 

Art. 2. No person shall be considered a member of this association 
until he has signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid an initiation fee 
of one dollar, and the annual contribution for the current year. 
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Art. 3. Every member ahall pay in advance to the t 
dollars aa his jearlj contribution, and shall forfeit his membership by 
neglecting to pay said contribution for three successive years. 

Art. 4. Resignations of membership shall be made in writing to the 
secretary ; but no resignation shall be accepted from any one who is in 
arrears to the treasury, nor until he has surrendered his certificate of mem- 
bership. 

Art. 5. The association shall have power to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote ; bnt the vote ahall not be taken until the next annual meeting 
after the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of 
the charges and specifications made against him. 

Art. 6. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who may be 
tbonght worthy of the distinction may be elected honorary members. Their 
election shall require a vote of two-thirds (%) of the members present, by 
ballot, at the annual meeting following the presentation of names for said 
membership. They shall not, however, be required to contribute to the 
funds, nor shall they be eligible to bold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 7. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who are, or 
have been, active members of this association, and have removed from the 
state of Ohio, may be elected to associate membership. They shall not be 
required to contribute to the funds of the association, nor shall they be 
eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 8. Active members of this association in good standing for at 
least five years may have issued to them by the secretary a certificate of life 
membership, upon the payment of ten dollars into the treasury of the asso- 
ciation. 

CHAPTER III. 
MEETINGS. 
ArticlS I. Kfteen members shall constitute a qnonun for the transac- 
tion of business. 

Art. 1. The order of business shall be as follows :

CHAPTER IV. 



Article i. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be 
enforced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, appeals 
may be taken, if required, by two members, and the meeting ahall thereupon 
decide without debate. 

Art. 3. When a question is regularly before the meeting, and is under

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OHIO PHARMACY LAW. 



[Enacted April 3i3t, 1898.] 
AN ACT 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Ohio, That sections 4405, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 4412 
of tlie Revised Statutes of Ohio, be amended to read as follows ; 
"ho may re- Sec. 4405. It shall be unlawful for anj person not a legally 

com Doli^^i registered pharmacist, to open, or conduct, any pharmacy, or retail 
prMcripiionB drug or chemical store, either as proprietor or manager thereof, unless 
he shall have in his employ and place in charge of such pharmacy, or 
store, a legally registered pharmacist under the laws of this state. It 
shall be unlawful for any person, not a legally registered pharmacist 
to compound, dispense, or sell, any drug, chemical, poison, or phar- 
maceutical preparation, upon the prescription of a physician or other- 
wise, provided, however, that a legally registered assistant pharmacist 
may compound, dispense, or sell, any such drug, chemical, poison, 
or pharmaceutical preparation when employed in a pharmacy or drug 
store which is under the supervision, management and control of a 
legally registered pharmacist. Provided, also, that nothing in this 
section shall apply to, or in any manner interfere with the business of 
a physician, or prevent him from supplying to his patients such medi- 
cines as to him may seem proper ; nor with the making or vending of 
patent or proprietary medicines by any retail dealer ; nor with the 
selling by any person of copperas, borax, blue vitrol, saltpeter, sul- 
phur, brimstone, licorice, sage, juniper berries, senna leaves, castor 
oil, sweet oil, spirits of turpentine, glycerine, glauber's salt, cream of 
tartar, bi-carbonate of sodium, quinine, rochelle salts, epsom Salts, 
alum, gum camphor, oil of cinnamon and oil of lemon ; nor prohibit 
any person from selling paregoric, essence of peppermint, essence of 
cinnamon, essence of ginger, hive syrnp, syrup of ipecac, tincture of 
arnica, syrup of tolu, syrup of squills, spirits of camphor, number six, 
sweet spirits of nitte, compound cathartic pills, quinine piils, and 
other similar preparations when compounded by a legally registered 
pharmacist and put up in bottles and boxes hearing the label of such 
pharmacist or wholesale druggist, with the name of the article and 
directions for its use on each bottle or box, nor prohibit any person 
from selling paris green when put up in bottles or boxes, bearing the 
name of a legally registered pharmacist or wholesale dealer, and 
labelled as required by Section 4364-54 of the Revised Statutes, nor 
with the exclusively wholesale business of any dealer. 
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SkC4A'06. There is hereby created a state board, consisting of i^^i' n 
five persons, to be known as "the Ohio Board of Pharmacy," who vacan 
shall be appointed by the governor by and with the advice and con- gjitj 
sent of the senate. To aid the governor in the appointment of the 
members of the board, the Ohio State Fharmacentical Association 
may annually submit to him the names of five registered pharmacists 
and from the names so submitted, or from others, the governor shall 
make the appointment. The members shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, and until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied. In case of a vacancy from any cause, the vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment for the unexpired term of office, in the same 
manner as original appointments. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall be held to in any manner affect the term of office of the 
present members of the board. The board shall organiae by selecting 
from its members a president, secretary and treasnrer. The treasurer 
shall give a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, with sureties 
approved by the board, for the faithful performance of his duties. 
The secretary shall receive a salary to he fixed by the board, and his 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of his official duties. 
The other members of the board shall receive the sum of five dollars 
per day for each day actually employed in the discharge of their 
official duties, and their necessary expenses while engaged therein. 
The board shall have a common seal and shall formulate rules to govern 
its action. Its president and secretary shall have power to administer 
oaths. The board shall meet on the second Tuesday of January, May 
and October of each year, at such places as it may determine, and 
may hold such additional meetings as it deem5nece55ary. The board 
shall keep a record of all its proceedings, and a register of all perso7is 
to whom certificates have been granted as pharmacists and assistant 
pharmacists ; and the books and register of the board shall be prima 
fecie evidence of all matters therein recorded. 

Sec. 4407. Every person now registered as a pharmacist orJ^'g'"' 
assistant pharmacist under the laws of this state, shall be entitled to ;„„[ ,„ 
continue in the practice of his profession until bis certificate of regis- ? > "rtt 
tration shall expire. Every registered pharmacist or assistant phar- ceriific 
macist, who desires to continue the practice of bis profession in this 
state, shall, within thirty days next preceding the expiration of his 
certificate, file with the board an application for a renewal thereof. 
If the board shall find that the applicant has been legally registered 
in this state, aud is entitled to a renewal certificate, it shall issue to 
him a certificate, duly signed by its president and secretary. If a 
registered pharmacist or assistant pharmacist fail, for a period of sixty 
days after the expiration of his certificate, to make application to the 
board for a renewal certificate, such person in order to again be 
registered, shall be required to proceed as in the case of original 
registration. 

Sec. 44c 8. Every person who shall hereafter desire to be Kxamim 
registered as a pharmacist or assistant pharmacist, shall file with the Teq''mf( 
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seCFctarj of the board an application, dul]^ verified, giving bit age, 
the place or places at which, and the time spent in the stui^; and 
practice of pharmacy, aod shall present himself before the board and 
Bubmit to an examination as to his qnaliCcations for the practice of 
pharmacy. If an applicant for a certificate as a pharmacist, such 
person shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, and shall 
possess four years' practical experience in a drug store where physi- 
cians' prescriptions are compounded ; provided, that graduates of 
schools and colleges of phanaacy in good standing, as determined by 
the board, shall be entitled to a deduction from the requirement of 
four years' practical experience, of the time spent in receiving instruc- 
tion in such school or college of pharmacy. 

If an applicant for a certificate as an asiistaut pharmacist, such 
person shall have attained the age of eighteen years, and shall possess 
at least two years' practical experience in a drug store where physi- 
cians' prescriptions are compounded, and in charge of a registered 
pharmacist ; provided, that there may be deducted from the require- 
ment of two years' practical experience the time actually spent by 
Buch applicant under instruction in any school or college of pharmacy 
in good standing, aa determined by the board. 

If the board is sitisfied that the person presenting himself for 
examination is of the required age, and is possessed of the practical 
experience required by this section, and passes a satisfactory examin- 
ation, the board shall issue such applicant a certificate authoriiing 
him to practice the profession of a pharmacist or assistant pharmacist. 
filtered Sbc. 4409. The Ohio Board of Pharmacy may register as phar- 
f."""^*if'niacist3 without examination, and issue certificates of such registration, 
''."i^"" to persons who are legally registered as pharmacists and hold cer- 
tificates of such registration under the laws of any other state, upon 
the following conditions : Each applicant for such registration shall 
have attained the age of twenty-one years, and be registered after 
examination in the state from which he holds his certificate. The 
standard of qualification and requirement as to competency in any 
state shall be at least as thorough as that established by the Board of 
Pharmacy of this state. The hoard shall only recognize certificates of 
registration granted by states wherein like recognition is given to 
persons resident of this state and holding certificates from the Board 
of Pharmacy thereof. 
■iod for Sec. 4410. Every certificate, and every renewal certificate issued 
nicii cerii- |jy fj,g Ohio Board of Pharmacy, shall entitle the person to whom it 
granted ; is granted to practice the profession of a pharmacist or assistant phar- 
rdficiicformacist for the period of three years. The board may refuse to grant 
use. jj certificate to any person guilty of a felony or gross immorality, or 

addicted to the liquor or drug habit to such a degree as to render him 
unfit to practice pharmacy; and may after notice and hearing, revoke a 
certificate for like cause, or for fraud in procuring the certificate. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the board refusing to 
grant or revoking a certificate for such cause, to the governor and 
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attorney general, and the decision of which officers, either affinning or 
overruling the action of the board shall be final. Ever; certificate of 
registration and reoewal Certificate shall be conspicuonslj exposed ia 
the pharmacj or dmg store of which the pharmacist or assistant phar- 
macist, to whom it is issued is the owner or manage^ or in which he 
is employed. 

SBC. 4411. The board shall charge aad collect for the issuing and ^^ 
registration of certificates, the following fees : For tKe examination > 
of an applicant for a certificate as a pharmacist, five dollars ; for the * 
examination of an applicant for a certificate as an assistant pharmacist, 
three dollars. In case any applicant fails to pass the examination, 
the fee shall not be returned to him, but he may, within a year after 
such failure, present himself and be examined again withcut the pay- 
ment of an additional fee. For issuing a renewal certificate to a phar- 
macist, two dollars ; for issuing a renewal certificate to an assistant 
pharmacist, one dollar. For issuing a certificate to a pharmacist on 
presentation of a certificate granted by another state, fifteen dollars. 
A'l fees shall be paid in advance to the treasurer of the board, and by 
him covered into the state treasury monthly, to the credit of a fund, 
which is hereby appropriated for the use of the Ohio Board of Phar- 
macy. The compensation and expense of the members and officers 
of the board, and all expenses proper and necessary in the opinion of 
the board to discharge its duties mider and enforce the law, shall be 
paid out of said fund upon the warrant of the auditor of state, issued 
npon a requisition signed by the president and secretary of the board. 

Sec. 4412. If any person violates any of the provisions of section Pet 
4405, Revised Statutes, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be fined not less than twenty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not less than twenty days 
nor more than one hundred days, or both. Each day that any person 
violates any provision of the above named section shall constitute a 
separate offense. If any person shall file with the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy any false or forged affidavit, or shall make under oath, any 
felse statement with the intent to secure for himself, or for another 
person, auy certificate of registration, or a renewal thereof, he shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and on conviction shall be punished as 
provided by law. Whoever, being a registered pharmacist, or assist- 
ant pharmacist, fails to display in a conspicuous place his certificate 
of registration , as required by section 4410 Revised Statutes, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be fined not 
less than five dollars nor more than twenty dollars, and each day's 
violation of this provision of the last named section shall constitute a 
separate o&ense. The secretary of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy is 
charged with the dutyof enforcing the laws relating to the practice of 
pharmacy. If he hav« information that any provision of the law has 
been or is being violated, he shall investigate the matter, and upon 
probable cause appearing, shall file a complaint and prosecute the 
offender. It shall be the duty of the prosecuting attorney, when re- 
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quested by such secretaiy, to take charge of and conduct such pitwe- 
catiotis. All fines assessed and collected tmder piosecuttons begun or 
caused to be begun by the Ohio Board of Pbarmacy, shall be paid to 
the treasurer thereof, and by him covered into the state tieasiiiy 
monthly, to be credited to the fund for the use of the Ohio Board of 
niannacy. 

SBC. 2. Sections 4405, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 
4413 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage.

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Adulteration of Food and Drugs. 



To provide against the adulteration of food and drugs. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Gene*al Assembly of tke Stale of Ohio, 
That no person shall, within this state, manufacture for aale, offer for sale, - 
or sell anj drug or article of food which is adulterated within the meaning 
of this act. 

Sec. J. • * * The term " food," as used herein, shall 

include all articles used for food or drink by man, whether simple, mixed 
or compound. 

Sec. 3. An article shall be deemed to be adulterated within the mean- 
ing of this act. 

(u) In the case of drugs : (1.) If when sold under or by a name rec- 
ognized in the United States Fharmacopceia, it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity laid down therein; (a.) If when sold under or 
by a name not recognized in the United States Fharmacopceia, but which is 
found in some other pharmacopceia, or other standard work on materia 
mediea, it differs materially from the standard of strength, quality or parity 
laid down in such work; (3.) If its stiength, quality or purity falls below 
the professed standard under which it is sold. 

(£.) In the case of food: (i.) If any substance or substances have 
been mixed with it, so as to lower or depreciate, or injuriously affect its 
quality, strength or purity; (a.) If any inferior or cheaper substance or 
substances have been substituted wholly or in part for it; (3.) If any 
valuable or necessary constituent or ingredient has been wholly or in part • 
extracted from it; (4.) If it is an imitation of, or if sold under the name 
of another ai tide; (5.) If it consists, wholly, or in part of a diseased, de- 
composed, putrid, infected, tainted or rotten animal or vegetable substance 
or article, whether manufactured or not — or, in the case of milk, if it is the 
produce of a diseased animal; (6.) If it is colored, coated, polished or 
powdered whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, or if by any means it 
is made to appear better or of greater value than it really is; (7.) If it con- 
tains any added substance or ingredient which is poisonous or injurious to 
health ; provided that the provisions of this act shall not apply to mixtures 
or compounds recognized as ordinary articles or ingredients of food, if each 
and tvery package sold or offer ed for sale h^ distinctly labeled as mixtures 
or compounds iwVA /Ae name and per cent, of each ingredient therein, and 
are not injurious to health. 
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Sec. 4. Every person manafactnriiig, offering or exposing for sale, or 
delivering to a purcbaser any • • » articles of food included 
in the provisions of this act, shall famish to any peraoa interested, or 
demanding the same, who shall apply to him for tlie purpose, and shall 
tender him the valtie of the same, a sample sufficient for the analysis of any 
such • * • articles of food which is in his possession. 

Sec. 5. Whoever refuses to comply, upon demand, with the require- 
ments of Section 4, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
exceeding one hnndied nor less than tweuty-five dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than thirty days, or both. And any person 
found guilty of manufacturing, offering for sale or selling an adulterated 
article of food » » • under the provisions of this act shall be 
adjudged to pay, in addition to the penalties hereinbefore provided for, all 
neces'iary costs and expenses incurred in inspecting and analyzing such 
adulterated articles of which said person may have been found guilty of 
manufacturing, selling or offering for sale. 

Sbc, 6, This act shall take effect and bo in force in forty days from 
and after its passage.

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LIQUOR LAW. 



Ruling of the Food Commissioner relative to the sale of wines 
and liquors by the pharmacists of Ohio : 

Whisky mtist conform to the standard of the U. S. PharmacopcEia, WhUty. 
that is, it must coutai □ not less than 50 per cent, nor more than 58 per 
cent, of alcohol b]^ volame. It must not contain more than twenty- 
seren-bundredths (.37) per cent, of solids. 

This alcohol percent^^e cortesponds to from 100 to 116 govern- 
ment proof degrees. 

' Liquor which does not come within these limits may b« aold, but 
no] aswhiskj. Some other name must be used. 

Brandy must contain not less than 46 per cent. , nor more than 55 Brandy, 
per cent, of alcohol by volume, corresponding to from 91 to no proof 
degrees. It mtist not contain more than fifteen -hundredths (.15) per 
cent, of solids. 

Gin must contain not less than 47 per cent, of alcohol by volume, Gin- 
corresponding to 94 proof degrees. 

Rum must contain not less than 49 per cent, of alcohol by volume, Kum. 
corresponding to 98 proof degrees. 

Domestic liquors mnsi: not be sold for foreign ; that is, California Domniic 
Brandy must not be sold for French Brandy ; New Bngland Rum for 
Jamaica Rum, nor Domestic Gin for Holland Gin. 

Apple and Peach Brandies must be distilled from the fruit. Brand;. 

The article heretofore sold as Blackberry Brandy must no longer 
be sold as such, because it is not distilled from the fruit. It may be 
sold as Blackberry Cordiel, provided it is prepared according to the 
formula of the U. S. Dispensatory (National formulary.) 

All Wines are classified aseither White or Red, and all must come wines. 
within the requirements of the U. S. Pbarmacopceia, which are as 
follows ; 

All wines must contain not less than IZ.4 per cent., nor more than 
17.3 per cent, of alcohol by volume. 

White Wines must contain not less than 1.5 per cent., nor more 
than 3.5 per cent, of solids. 

Blackberry Wine mu;t be prepared from the fruit. The use of 
salicylic acid, or other antiferment, or artificially carbonating, is 
prohibited. 
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id Every package in which liquor i« sold or dellTered must be 
branded with the name of the person or firm preparing the same, and 
also the words: "Containing no poisonous drugs or other added 
poison." If an original package is sold as received, already properly 
labeled, it does not need to be re-labeled b; the second dealer. 

The above does not apply to Wines. 

Wines must be labeled " Pare Wine," " Wine," or "Compounded 
Wine." 

"Pure Wine" is the fermented juice of the grape to which 
nothing has been added, and only such can be sold as " Pute Wine." 

When processes of clarificatiou have been used, or sugar has been 
added, the product must be sold and labeled simply "Wine," and the 
word "Pure" must not be used. 

All Wines which have been fortified by the addition of spirit, or 
which have been sweetened but are otherwise pure, must be branded 
or labeled "Compounde-1 Wine." Packages of such wine containing 
more than three gallons must be labeled on both ends in black letters 
at least one inch high. Packages containing more than one quart 
and up to three gallons must be labeled in black letters at least one- 
half inch high. Packages containing one quart or less must be 
labeled in black letters at least one-foiurth inch high. Cases or boxes 
containing a number of noall packages must also be labeled, the uze 
of the letter corresponding to the amount contained in them. 

All Wines designated nnder the law as Compounded Wine, even if 
prescribed by a physician as Port, Sherry or Catawba, sbaU have the 
words "Compounded Wine " attached thereto, as well as the physi- 
cian's directions. However, any added drug or mixture changes said 
wine to the form of a prescription. 

The word ' ' Compounded ' ' shall not apply to medicated wines, 
such as are put up for medicinal purposes only, neither does it apply 
to such wines as Ives' Seedling, Norton's Seedling, Blackberry, Cur- 
rant, Elderberry, Gooseberry or Claret. 

It is not necessary to label shelf bottles from which wines and 
liquors are sold. 

For the convenience of the pharmacists of Ohio, a series of labels 
have been prepared and placed on sale with the association treasurer, 
John H. Von Stein, Upper Sandnsky, Ohio.

Whoever sella or gives away, any quantity of aisenic Iceb than one 
pound, without first mixing therewith soot or indigo in the proportion of 
one ounce of soot, or half an ounce of indigo to the pound of arsenic, or 
except npon the prescription of a physician, sella or gives away any quantity 
of any article belonging to the class usually denominated poisons, to any 
minor, or sells or gives away any such article to any person, without having 
first marked the word " poison " upon the label or wrapper contaiuing the 
same, and registered in a book to be by him kept for that purpose, the day 
and date upon which it is sold or given away, the quantity thereof, the name, 
age, sex, and color of person obtaining the same, the purpose for which it 
required, and the name and ptace of abode of the person for whom the same 
ia intended, shall be fined not more than two hundred nor less than twenty 
dollars.

LABEL LAW, 

{House Bill No. 91.) 

AN ACT to provide for the proper labeling of poisonous articles. 

Section i . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Stale of Ohio, 
That whenever any pharmacist, druggist or other dealer ia poisons, chemi- 
cals, medicines and drugs, whether wholesale or retail, shall sell any drug 
or chemical, an indiscriminate or careless use of which would be destructive 
of human life, such dealer shall affix to each bottle or package of such drag, 
chemical or poison, a label printed in red ink, having on it the name of 
the article by which it is comniODly known, the cautionary emblem of the 
skull and cross-bones, the words "caution and poison," and in addition 
thereto at least two of the most readily obtainable effective antidotes to such 
poisonous article. 

Sec. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of section one (i) of this act 
shall upon conviction thereof, before any court having competent jurisdic- 
tion, be fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred ( 100) dollars, nor less 
than ten ( ro) dollars. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take efiect and be in force sixty days after its 
passage.

SkcTion I, Be il enacted by ihe General Assembly o/ the Siaie of Ohio. 
That it shall not be lawful for any person, other than « wholesale draggist 
or other dealer in drags aad medicines, to sell or offer for sale at wholesale, 
or for any person other than a registered pharmacist or a registered assistant 
pharmacist, to sell or offer for sale at retail morphine or aaj of its salts, in 
this state, and it shall not be lawful for such person to sell or offer for sale, 
morphine or any of its salts, in any bottle, vial, envelope or other package.', 
unless the same shall be wrapped in a scarlet paper or envelope, and all 
bottles or vials used for the above purpose shall contain not more than one 
drachm each, and shall have in addition to said scarlet wrapper a scarlet 
label lettered in white letters, and the same must be upon both vial and 
wrapper, when vials are used, plainly naming the contents of said bottle ; 
and further, that no person shall have the right to change any preparation 
of morphine from its original package to any other receptacle whatever for 
the purpose of retailing or dispensing therefrom, but it must be retailed or 
dispensed only from the original package with scarlet wrapper and scarlet 
label as aforesaid. 

SBC. 3. That any one violatiag the provisions oF the above section shall 
be g:ailty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than ten or more than fifty dollars, at the discretion of the court, for each 
and every violation of the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. That all taws and parts of laws in conflict with this act be and 
the same is hereby repealed.

THE SALE OF DRUGS. 



WILLFUL POISONINQ. 

•.. Whoever adminislers poison to a person with intent to 
kill or injure such person, or mingles poison with food, drink or tuedinine, 
with intent to kill or injure any human being, or willfully poisons any welt, 
spring, cistern, or reservoir of water, shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not more than fifteen nor less than two years, 

PRESCRIBINQ WHILE INTOXICATED. 



Sbc. 6813. Whoever, while in a state of intoxication, prescribes or ad- 
ministers any poison, drug or medicine to another, which endangers the life 
of such person, shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars and 
imprisoned not more than twenty days. 

PRESCRIBINQ SECRET COMPOUNDS. 

Sec. 6814. Whoever prescribes any drag or medicine to another, the 
true nature and composition of which he does not, if required of, truly make 
known, but avows the same a secret medicine or compound, and thereby 
endangers the life of such other person, shall be fined not exceeding one 
hundred dollars and imprisoned not more than twenty days, 

PROCURINQ MISCARRIAGE. 

Skc. 6815. Whoever, with intent to procure the miscarriage of any 
woman, prescribes or administers to her any medicine, drug or substance 
whatever, or with like intent nses any instrument or means whatever, unless 
such miscarriage is necessary to preserve her life, or is advised by two physi- 
cians to be necessary for that purpose, shall, if the woman either miscarries 
or dies in consequence thereof, be imprisoned in the penitentiary not more 
than seven years nor less than one year. 
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DBPACINO BRAND ON ANIMAL5. 

Skc. 6850. Wlioeyer malidoualy altera or defaceaanywtificial earmark 
or brand upon any horse, mare, fool, filly, jack tnnle, ass, sheep, goat, con, 
ox, steer, bnll, heifer or swine, the property of another, shall be fined not 
more tbui fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than twenty days, or both. 

POISONINQ ANIMALS. 

Sec. 68j2. Whoever malicionsty adminlatera poison of any sort what- 
ever, to any animal mentioned in Section 6850, the property of another, with 
intent io injure or destroy sach animal, shall be fined not more than two 
hundred nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty days, 
or both.

DEPOSITING POISON. 

Sec. 6958. Whoever leaves or deposits any poison, or any substance

■nch person, shall be fined not more than fifty nor less than five dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than thirty nor less than five days, or both, and shall 
be liable to the person injured for all damages sustained. 

IMMORAL ARTICLES. 

Sec. 7037. Whoever sells or offers to sell or gives away or has in his 
possession with or without intent to sell or give away, any obscene , lewd or 
indecent or lascivious book, pamphlet, paper, drawing, lithograph, engrav- 
ing, picture, daguerrotype, photograph , stereoscopic picture, model, cast, 
instrument or article of indecent or immoral nse, or instrument or article for 
procuring abortion or preventing conception; oradvertises the same for sale; 
or writes or prints any letter, circular, handbill, card, book, pamphlet, ad- 
vertisement or notice of any kind, or gives information orally stating when, 
how or where or by what means any of the obscene, lewd, indecent or 
lascivious articles or things hereinbefore mentioned can be purchased or 
otherwise mannfactured ; or manufactures or draws and exposes or draws 
with intent to sell or have sold, or prints any such ardcleS, shall be fined 
not more than one thousand nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than one year, or both ; but nothing in this section or the next two 
sections shall be construed to affect teaching in regularly chartered medical 
colleges or the publication of standard medical hooka or the practice of 
regular practitioners of medicine or druggists in their legitimate business. 

Ssc. 7028 makes it unlawful to mail such matter or give notice through 
the mail where snch things may be obtained.
